Wasnincton, March 7.—‘‘ Then I say 
before the living God that I never saw such a 
@heck.” These were the words uttered in a 
foud voice, with uplifted hand, that cost the 
Hon. James B. Belford, of Colorado, $100 in 
the Criminal Court this afternoon during the 
_ progress of the star route trial. After Rer- 
_ dell’s direct examination had been completed, 
about two weeks ago, Mr. Ingersoll examined 
hhim in relation to Dorsey's check-book and 
eheck-stubs. He drew from him the statement 
that there was a check drawn for $2,000 
fn favor of Mr. Belford and marked on 
the stub “‘charge to mail account.” Counsel 
fer the Government interposed and objeeted, 
ndat Mr. Merrick’s suggestion the examination 
§m that direction was discontinued and the tes- 
timony in regard to Mr. Belford stricken out. 
Mr. Belford most emphatically and compre- 
hensively denied that he had ever heard of 
puch a check, or ever had any financial deal- 
ings with Dorsey. He endeavored to discover 
whether or not any such check had been pre- 
gented or cashed in this city, or else- 
where, and found no trace of it. Since 


the day when the defense drew this state- 
gnent from Rerdell Mr. Belford nas been 
anxious to go on the witness stand so that he 
gould repeat there the denial which he had 
ven to the press. The defense began to put 
their case to-day. and Mr. Belford was the 
frst witness. Having been for several years 
the sole member of the House of Representa- 
tives from Colorado, he was examined as to 
the growth of that State and the necessity 
there for additional mail facilities in 1878 and 
1879. He had signed letters and indorsed pe- 
bitions which had been used upon some of 
the routes mentioned in the indietment and 
these papers he identified. He declared that 
had frequently called upon Brady while the 
tter. was in the Post Office and urged him to 
ultiply the mails for the people of Colorado. 

‘be defense in this way endeavored to show 
that Brady had granted increase and exnedi- 
tion in response to the requests of members of 
Congress and the people they represented. 
For some time the witness descri in effec- 
tive language the remarkable growth of set- 
tlements in his State. At last Mr. Ingersoll 
asked: ‘Did you ever receive any money. or 
any check for any money, from 8. W. Vorsey 
or any oneof these defendants in considera- 
tion of what you did in this matter ?” 

Counsel for the Government objected, and - 
the objection was sustained by the court. Mr. 
Merrick directed the attention of counsel for 
the defense to the fact that what Rerdell had 
paid about Mr. Belford had been stricken from 
the record. It was no part of the Govern- 
ment’s case, but had been brought out on cross- 
examination. He suggested that the defend- 
ants should produce the check-book if they 
desired to show that Rerdell’s statement was 
nottrue. He predicted that many side issues 
must be examined if the court should allow 
this matter to be investigated. ‘‘ You had 
better let the matter rest,” said he. 

The Judge ruled that the defense could not 
be allowed to contradict Rerdellin that way, 
having the check-stubs and account-books in 
their on and having refused to produce 
them. Mr. Belford was not on trial, and Rer- 
dell’s testimony did not necessarily show that 
he had done anything wrong. The check 
might bave been drawn and he might never 
have seen it or the money. 

Mr. Ingersoll and Judge Wilson made many 
attempts to get in the question framed in some 
other way, but were unsuccessful. It is prob- 
able that they desired a contradiction of that 
part of Rerdell’s smyth greatly as they 
a@esired to secure for Mr. Belford an opportu- 
wity to present his denial. 

court said Mr. Belford could accomplish 
his purpose by making an affidavit before a 
Justice of the Peace.

Mr. Davidge said he had talked with Judge 
Belford during the recess, and he presumed 
that eavesdroppers and Government spies 
had been near at hand.

Belford had been 
outrageously and maliciously assailed. ‘As 
for the check-book,” said he, *‘the prosecution 
will get as much out of it as they desire before 
the end of the case.” 

Judge Wylie reviewed Judge Belford’s of- 
ficial career as showing his intelligence and his 
acquaintance with the rights of a court and 
the privileges of a witness. He must have 
known, he said, thet the court could not grant 
the request which he had made. But he had 
made his statement in defiance of the court, 
and the court could not remit the fine. “I 
have no personal feeling about this,” said the 
Judge, ‘‘butso long as I preside here I will 
vindicate the authority of the court.” 

The court then allowed Mr. Ingersoll to pay 
the fine by giving his check, and Judge Bel- 
ford departed. 

Ex-Senator Teller, Secretary of the Interior, 
then testified as to the letters and petitions for 
increase and expedition which he had indorsed 
and filed and as to his. personal requests that 
Brady should give the people of Colorado in- 
creased mail facilities. He did not testify so 
freely as at the first trial, and it was with 
some difficulty that Mr. Incersoll drew out his 
opinions about the Government’s duty to fur- 
nish fast and frequent mails to little groups of 
persons in the far West without regard to the 
cost of service. He was led to describe the 
growth of Colorado and the extension of rail- 
ways there.

THE REPEALED TAXES,’ 

A QUESTION aS TO WHEN THE LAW RE- 

LATING TO BANKS WENT INTO EFFECT. 

Wasnineronr, March 7.—A question has 
arisen concerning the date upon which the 
new law went into effect with reference to the 
taxes on banks. It is held by some officers of 
the Treasury Department that no taxes 
upon banks other than national banks 
can be collected which have accrued since 
Nov. 30 last, while others hold that 
the taxes must be collected up to March 3, the 
date of the enactment of the law. The taxes 


on banks other than netional banks are paid 
semi-annually, the assessments being made 
upon the business of the six months precedin 

June 1 and Dec. 1. The taxes repeale 

are ‘“‘except such as are now due 
and payable,” and it is held by 
some that the ‘taxes of the current 
six months are not due and payable until May 
31, when they would be assessed, and that no 
taxes can be collected for the period which 
has elapsed since Nov. 30. No appropriation 
was made for the payment of rebate claims 
preferred by tobaeco-dealers and manufac- 
turers. These claims will amount to several 
million dollars, and there may be 200,000 of 
them. Some of the important’ reductions of 
internal revenue go into effect on May 
1so that the Government's revenues for the 
current fiscal year will be reduced to seme ex- 
tent. It is estimated that the reduction of 
revenue before the end of the current fiscal 
year will amount toabout $9,000,000. ‘This will

DEMOCRATIC NOMINATIONS YESTERDAY—A 
FUSION WITH GREENBACKERS. 
Derro!it, Mich., March 7.—The Democratic 
State Convention at Lansing te-day was attended 
by abeut half the number of delegates to which it 
was entitled. For Judge of the Supreme Court, 
full term, John W. Champlin, of Grand Rapids, was 
nominated. For Regent of the State University, 
Arthur L. Clark, of Sanilac County, was nominated. 
The Greenback State Convention meets to-mor- 
row. They were formally invited to unite again 
with the Democrats on a fusion ticket, and to facil- 
itate such object the nomination of a Judge of the 
Supreme Court, short term, to fill vacancy, and one 
Regent of the University were left open for the 
Greenbackers te name. There is no doubt that 


the fusion will he consummated. Resolutions were 
adopted to-day declaring for tariff revenue, eon- 
deming Congress for its inactivity in promoting 
needed reforms by legislation, denouncing the Re- 
publican majority in the State ‘Legislature for 
wasting the people’s time and money to the great 
detriment of public business in the protracted 
struggle over the eleetion of a United States Sen- 
ator, deprecating the use of railroad passes by 
Judges and members of the Legislature. 

The Republicans last week nominated ex-Gov. 
Austin Blair, of Jackson, and Thomas J. O'Brien, 
of Grand Rapids, as Judges for the long ana short 
terms respectively of the Supreme Court. and 
Harry Bb. Hutchins, of Macomb County; Prof. 
Joseph C. Jones, Superintendent of the East Sag- 
inaw schools. as Regents of the State University. 
The Prchibitionists have also put a ticket of no- 
bodies in the field, which will cut no figure fn the 
canvass. The prospects of the election, which 
takes place on the first Monday in April, may be 
set down as doubtful. There is great apathy 
among the Republicans, while the fusionist, 
stimulated by their partial success last 
Fall, are likely to put forth  extraor- 
dinary efforts to carry their ticket this 
Spring The Senatorial struggle has left some sore- 
ness, which can hardly be mollified in the short 
time intervening before election. The election 
next month is to fill offices wholly nen-partisan, 
their character giving independent voters a chance 
to exercise their inalienable rights with the utmost 
freedom, and giving to each possessor of zgrudzes 
just the opportunity he could most covet to wipe 
out old scores.

THE DISTRESS IN IRELAND AND

EXTENT OF THE SUFFERING IN COUNTY

Dustin, March 7.—At a‘ meeting of the 
Local Board of Swineford, County Mayo, it 
was reported that great distress prevailed in 
the district. More than 30 persons are in 
the Poor-house suffering from famine fever. 
There are 700 names on the list of 
persons needing relief. The distress has not 
been so great since the year 1847. People who 
refuse to enter the Work-house are dying from 
want of food outside,

Lonpvon, March 7.—The valuable collec- 
tion of paintingsand the plate and furniture 
in Wrotham Park, the country seat of the 
Earl ef Strafford, which was ‘burned yester- 
day, were saved.

It is rumored that Admiral yon Stosch, Chief 
of ‘the Ministry of Marine, and Gen. von 
Verdy-du-Vernois, Director of the Ministry of 
War, are about to resign their offices. 

The appointment of Gen. Blumenthal as 
Minister of War bas been reyoked. Gen. 
Bronsart von Schellendarff was definitely ap- 
pointed to the office to-day, and subsequently 
had an audience with the Emperor. 

The Diet to-day, on the third reaaing of the 
budget, rejected, by a vote of 192 to 191,a 
proposal to reinsert the item for the Economic 
Council, which had been previously erased. 

Herr de Puttkamer, Minister of the Interior, 
replying to a Danish Deputy, said that the en- 
forcement of the military service in Schleswig 
would only affect 450 citizens. The measure 
was tree of any element of terrorism, and 
does not inflict needless hardship. 

Beyrout, March 7.—Prince Frederick 
Charles of Prussia has started for Damascus 
and other places in the Holy Land. 

St. PETERSBURG, March 7.—The Chinese 
Governor, whose intrigues hindered the delim- 
itation of the Kuldja frontier, has been dis- 
missed. His suecessor has been instructed to 
expedite the delimitation. 

BUCHAREST, March 7.—The Chamber of Dep- 
uties has passed the bill providing for the ex- 
penditure of 15,000,000 lei for the erection of 
forts made necessary by the political situa- 
tion. The Prime Minister said the sole object 
of the construction of the new forts was to 
guarantee the neutrality of Roumania. 

Vienna, March 7.—Kincsem’s owner de- 
clares that the news of the death of that horse 
is unfounded. 

BaDEN BabDEN, March 7.—It is stated that 
Prince Gortschakof?f’s illness is due to recent 
attempts to poison him. After severe vomit- 
ing last week the doctors discovered traces of 
phosphorus.

STATE QUESTIONS IN FRANCE. 

Paris, March 7.—It is reported that the 
Government are determined to suppress a 
Socialistic demonstration which is advertised 
to occur on the Esplanade des Invalides on 
Friday. 

While M. Clemenceau was delivering his 
speech in favor of a revision of the Constitu- 


tion in the Chamber of Deputies yesterday he 
was seized with a nervous attack, and the sit- 
ting was consequently suspended for three- 
quarters of an hour. Upon the resumption of 
the sitting he completed his speech, but ap- 
peared to be very ill. M. Clemenceau is suffer- 
ing frem influenza and gastric derangement. 
He broke a small blood vessel while speaking 
in the Chamber. 

A conference began its sessions here yester- 
day, which will take into consideration the 
rights and relations of industrial property. 
M. Challemel-Lacour, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, was selected its presiding officer. Tne 
principal object of the meeting is to secure to 
the citizens of certain States of Europe the 
same advantages in regard to patents, designs, 
trade marks, and commercial names that are 
accorded by other countries to their own sub-

FEATURES OF THE DEMOCRATIC WRANGLE 
FOR FIRST PLACE ON THE OHIO TICKET. 
CoLumsBus, March 7.—The fight among 

the Democrats for the first place on their 

State ticket this year is gradually narrowing 

down to a contest between the Hoadly and 

Geddes factions.

side, for Attorney-General, he referred to 
the overthrow of Horr in the Congressional 
fight last Fall, when the large Republican ma- 
jority agaixst him seemed to render his elec- 
tion almost impossible. He says the general 
impression among politicians and men of af- 
fairs who know Mr. Geddes intimately 
is that he will outgeneral Hoadley and his 
supporters. Geddes is an-able and untiring 
worker and stands well as alawyer and Judge. 
He bas a large and strong following among 
Ohio Methodists, which can be said of no other 
Democrat of note in the State. His residence 
at Mansfield is the home, andin a measure 
head-auarters, for the ministers of that de- 
nomination, who unhesitatingly throw their 
influence in the scale for him, and who, with 
a considerable temperance element, hold him 
as one of themselves. At the same time he 
has so managed his course as to give 
no offense to the saloon and _ liquor 
element, between whom and Geddes there is 
no friction, but which element, on the con- 
trary, gives him as unhesitating and warm 
support as it would Gen. Durbin Ward, 
Judge Ranney, Henry B. Payne, or any other 
recognized Democratic leader. Thatan active 
politician should successfully con¢iliate two 
such diverse and opposing classes gives ground 
for the confidence of his neighbors, and, as 
John G. Thompsen expresses it, ‘‘ that Brother 
Geddes is a slick one.” At the present 
time he has the support of each wing 
in the nerthern part of the State. He 
holds it without any apparent show of 
double dealing. As his legal colleagues put it, 
he is always dignified in his deportment and 
apparently fully earnest in his convictions, if 
he hasany. If open to the charge of carry- 
ing water on one shoulder and whisky on the 
other, he does it in a gentlemanly and artistic 
way, and has ever retained a reputation for 
apparent uprightness and fair dealing difficult 
to reconcile with the sources from which he 
derives his political power. Mr. Babst ex- 
presses the opinion that it will be diffi- 
cult to check Geddes’s growing  pop- 
ularity or stop the tide now at ‘its 
height in his section of the State. Judge 
Hoadley’s pesition as chief adviser of the liq- 
uor-deaiers in the litigation over the Pond 
bill brings him into close relation with that 
follewing in the Democratic Party. They 
may and no doubt will, if they have an op- 
portunity, bring Mr. Geddes to an issue as to 
his ideas on temperance, and in this way cre- 
ate dissatisfaction among aclass the Democ- 
racy cannot afford to offend, and at the same 
time disorganize the Mansfield statesman’s 
cburch and cold water support. It is the 
most ready line of attack for the Hoadley men, 
and ore which will soon develop itself. 

The reproduction of the political dispatches 
to THE TmEs by Ohio papers has created much 
discussion. It has also called outa wail from 
an effete and antiquated political hack, who 
charges in the Cincinnati news of to-day that 
the dispatches to THE Times from Columbus 
were written or inspired by the political chief 
of the Cincinnati Hnquirer and produced si- 
multaneously in both papers. It is only neces- 
sary to say that the gentleman referred to is 
not the author, nor has he ever inspired a sin- 
gle one of THE TIMES dispatches from Colum- 
bus. These dispatches have never been pub- 
lished in Cincinnati until the day following 
their appearance in THE Times. On the con- 
trary, alarge number of these articles have 
been directiy antagonistic politically to the 
Enquirer and to the views openly expressed 
by the political chief referred to. That they 
have attracted general attention, and are ex- 
tremely annoying to the machine politicians is 
notably apparent.

GERMAN ClTIZENS EXCITED.

A BILL TO ABOLISH THE TEACHING OF 
GERMAN FROM PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
CINCINNATI, March 7,—The Germans, who 
are still sore over the liquor legislation of last 
Winter, have been wrought up again to aserious 
extent by the propositien to abelish the teaching 
of German from the public schools. A bill con- 
taining such a provision was introduced into the 
Legislature by Senator Dexter yesterday. The 
bill is put forward as an economical measare. The 
expense of a German department in the public 
schools is about $45,000 a year. Whether 
a course in German should be provided in 
the schools at the city’s éxpense bas been 
a disputed question from the beginning. 
It has been claimed that the acquisition of German 
is an accomplishment which sheuld be paid for by 
the pupils studying it. This is Senator Dexter's 
theory, but with the city in its present financial 
strait he considers the economical argument for the 
introduction of the bill the stronger one. The 
Germans are a sensitive people and clannish. The 
news of the introduction of the bill in the 
papers this morning has excited the Germans 
greatly. They look upon it as indicative ef a care- 
fully planned purpose to deprive the German people 
of their rights. Senator Dexteris denounced, and it 
is declared that he shall never receive another Ger- 
man vote for public office. Ashe is a Republican, 
the responsibility for the billis also thrown upon 
the Republiean Party, and all the bitterness to- 
ward it engendered by the Pond bill a year ago has 
been revived inaday. If itis passed the Legisla- 
tive Republican candidates at the coming election 
will jose the German support, which means cer- 
tain defeat. The teaching of German in the pub- 
lic schools seems to be regarded by the German 
population in much the same light as Americans 
regard the teaehing of English. The question will 
be a troublesome one.

ELECTED BISHOP OF INDIANA, 
INDIANAPOLIS, March 7.—The Rev. Isaac 
L. Nieholson, of Philadelphia, was chosen Bishop 
of the Episcopal Diocese of Indiana to-day by the 
Convention on the third formal ballet, receiving 
an almost unanimous vote in the two houses. 
The choice of the clergy was the Rev. Francis T. 
Harrison, of Troy; of the Laity, Missionary Bishop 
Garrett, of Texas, and the Jatter would probably 
have been chosen, but for the fear that the House 
of Bishops, which hes a conservative fear of 
making transfers, would not agree to the change.

WIGGINS’S DREADED BLOW 


WHAT THE CANADIAN PROPHET 
HAS TO SAY. 

YESTERDAY’S GALE OXLY AN ARM OF THE 
STORM—SAILORS AFRAID TO PUT TO 
SEA—GENERAL EXPECTATION AFOOT IN 
THE COUNTRY. 

HALIFAX, March 7.—The severest storm ex- 
perienced nere this Winter raged last night, the 
wind blowing fiercely from the south-east, and 
heavy snow-drifts forming inthe streets. Begin- 
ning shortly after 10 o'clock it increased in 
severity until 3 in the morning, when 
it was sweeping over the whole Province 
with great fury. After that hour it began to 
subside, and by morning had wholly passed over. 
As the storm warning was displayed from the 
signal station on the citadel, the gale with the ad- 
vance of the night began to create no little alarm, 
and many speculations were made as to whether 
or net the fulfillment of Wiggins’s startling 
prediction was about to be felt. Fears, 
however, were allayed by the comparatsve calm- 
ness with which the morning: broke after the wild- 
ness of the night. The only easualty yet reported 
is the wreok of a small fishing vessel near the 


mouth of the Halifax Harbor, without loss of life. 
On the approach of the storm last evening the fol- 
lowing telegram was addressed to Prof. Wiggins 
at Ottawa: 

“Storm signal displayed this evening: stiff south-east 
wind springing up and barometer falling. Does this 
indicate approach of your storm seoner than expected 
or is it amother to precede one you predict? Please 
telegraph answer soon as possibie.” 

The Ottawa prophet failed to reply uatil this af- 
ternoon, when he sent the following: 

Storm of yesterday was caused by one of celestial 
warriors running to battle in other worlds by one 
planet's crossiug our earth's disk while moving to its 

osition to join with great storm, The band of 

ts force struck across Western Europe and 
eastern half of the North American continent. Yes- 
terday’s storm, therefore, was merely an aim of tem- 
rature. It was fear of these precursory storms that 
warned the Viceroy of India and the Lords ef Ad- 
miralty to order all ships under their command 
to safe harbors not later than the 6th 
of March, The great storm proper cannot begin 
till the time I named, but as forces have begun to act 
fm single file you will have howling winds forthe 
week and the cold will be severe. Approach of storm 
is well indicatea in a little verse: 
“ You'll know that soon I’ll be in sight, 
By Cuba's tide and northern light.” 

Ihad made arrangements to leave for Halifax this 
morning, but railways are blocked with snow. 

E. STONE WIGGINS. 

With the exception of one or two lively squalls 
from the north-west, there is a clear sky above to- 
night, but no northern lights yet give warning of 
the great tempest prophesied. Among local 
weatker prognosticators, however, there is a diver- 
sity of opinion. 

John W. Gabriel, who claims to form his daily 
probabilities from the position and action of the 
planets on a system somewhat similar to that fol- 
lowed by Wiggins in his observation, asserts that a 
gale is certainly possible on the date mentioned. 
Col. Drayson, of the Reyal Artillery, a gentleman 
whose name stands among the most prominent of 
the world’s astronomers, inspeaking of the predie- 
tion before he returned to Engiand from this gar- 
rison acouple of months ago, said he considered it 
would not unlikely be fulfilled. In fact, the Otto- 
wa vrophet’s assertion concerning the next few 
days’ weather, and the disaster it will bring, oan- 
— be wholly regarded as unworthy of considera- 
tion. 

Owing, it is said, to the refusal of the American 
fishermen tu goto the Banks until the dreaded 
date is past, a fresh fish famine has been caused in 
New-York and Beston markets, and orders bave 
been received in this city foras large a supply as 
possible. 


Ottawa, March 7.—Although the storm 
which has been passing over the country during the 
past 36 hours, was a few days in advance of the great 
sterm promised by Prof. Wiggins for the 9th inst., 
the majority of Canadians are willing to accord the 
prophet a large share of credit for having 
made a fair prediction. The Professor had 
intended to leave for Halifax to witness the storm 
frem that point, where he expocts it will reach, its 
greatest fury in Canada, but owing to the trains 
being blockaded he was unable to earry out this 
idea. He will now content himself with 
witnessing it on Parliament Hill, at Ottawa. 
Referring to yesterday's storm, he says it was the 
result of one of the planets moving its position to 
take part in the great storm which he has predict- 
ed to open between the 9th and 1lith, 
and which, he says, will hang over the 
country for several days. This planet’s force,which 
wus virtually an arm of the great storm, crossed 
Western Europe and the eastern half of North 
America. The great Mareh storm—the storm of 
storms—ke says, cannot begin until the 9th in the 
Eastern Hemisphere and will begin here on the 11th. 

He was not surprised when he heard of the dis- 
aztrous gales which passed along the English coast 
yesterday, This was only the result of what he had 
previously predicted. The winds will remain hich 
for six or seven days, while the weather will 
be unusually cold and severe for this sea- 
son of the year. Gen. Hazen’s assertion 
that there is a storm for every day in March, he 
says, is proved to be incorrect by the fact that the 
first five days of the present month were remark- 
ably fine and clear. He throws his future reputa- 
tion as a meteorological scientist on the fulfillment 
of his prognostication for the storm of the 9th 
inst., the storm which is to decide the battle be- 
tween himself and those ssientists who have pub- 
lished him as a crank. 


Nrw-ORLEANS, March 7.—It is reported here 
to-night that several sailing vessels are anchored 
at the head of the passesand at the point ready for 
sea, but will not sail for several days owing to the 
prediction of Wiggins’s great storm in the Gulf, 
which is set down to occur the latter part of this 
week. Several such vessels, all loaded and sea 
ready, still remain tied up to the wharf. The only 
veseels that put to sea to-day were the steam-ships 
Hudson, for New-York, and the Dryburg Abbey, for 
Havre. There were jocal signs ofastorm. Heavy 
rain has fallen since dark. 


MONTREAL, March 7.—The snow-fall here 
yesterday and last night was the heaviest of the 
season, and the depth of thé snow in the streets is 
fully five feet. 


QUEBEC, Marck 7.—The snow-storm is some- 
what abating. It has been the worst of the sea- 
son. Alithe western trains are late. The Nerth 
Shore train from Montreal due this morning is 
blocked at Batiscan. 


Toronto, March 7,—Dispatches from vari- 
ous parts of Ontario indieate that a severe wind 
and snow storm prevailed last night and to-day. 
Trains are delayed in consequence. 

LONG BRANCH, N. J., March 7.—The *‘ Wig- 
gius’’ scare has reached here and fishermen are 
tying up their boats and declare that they will not 
go to sea until the much-talked-of storm is gone by 
or all hopes of it ever arriving are given up. But 
it is a faet that *‘ Unele Sam" and his life-saving 
agents share in the scare raised by Wiggins, for 
they have been ordered not to abseut themselves 
for a moment from their respective life-saving sta- 
tions from now to next Sunday. District Superin- 
tendent George W. G. Haven, of the life-saving sta- 
tions on the New-Jersey coast, says that he believes 
a big storm is approaching, and that it will need 
the utmost vigilance on the part of his 294 life-sav- 
ing patrol and 42 Captains to keep a lookout 
for the helpless mariner that may be thrown 
upon the barren sands of the New-Jersey 
coast. All along the coast to-day it has 
blown a perfect gale, the wind at one time being 
reported as blowing 55 miles an hour. The life- 
saving crews of the different stations between 
Sandy Hook and Point Pleasant have been on duty 
aud have suffered much because of exposure. The 
topmasts and a portion of the shrouds of the sunken 
pilot-boat Ariel Patterson came ashore near High- 
land Beaeh to-day. Search for the bedy of Cept. 
Campbell, the pilot that went down in the pilet- 
boat, so far has been fruitless. No traee of the 
vessel can be seen from shoreto-day. The cold is 
intense.

DANGEROUS CONDITION OF HELENA, ARK.— 

UNFAVORABLE NEWS FROM ALL POINTS. 

Mempuis, March 7.—A special to the Appeal 
frem Hélena, Ark., says: ‘* The crisis has been 
reached here, although it can scarcely be gaid to 
have been passed. The heavy wind of last night 
prevailed throughout the day and seriously threat- 
ened the demolition of much of the levee front, 
while the new levee at Willlamson’s, three miles 
below here, has momentarily been expected to 
give way. A more hopeful feeling is manifested 
this evening. Scarcely an ine. rise has been noted 
in the past 24 hours, and only two inches’ rise has 
been reported in the St. Francis River at Madison. 
The Iron Mountain and Southern Railroad is put- 


ting forth strenuous efforts to aid our people in 
fortifying themselves against the worst. Trains 
are bringing dirt from the high lands, and every- 
thing that is practicable is being done to save the 
eity from the impending calamity, and success is 
assured unless the wind should increase.” 

A special from Skipwith, Miss.. to the Appeal 
says: “The steamer Parisol, while backing out 
from this landing .om Sunday morning, made such 
heavy waves that they rau over the protectien 
levee, filling the space between it and the prong 
that had been built behind it on account of the 
caving of the bank, which broke under the im- 
mense pressure of the water in front of it. Engin- 
eer Jacks was promptly on hand with a large force 
and succeeded in closing the break. He had a 
large force at work yesterday and to-day on the 
whole line, which is now considered secure tunless 
heavy rains or winds eecur.”’ 

The steamer James Lee arrived here this after- 
noon from Friar's Point, bringing 200 negroes from 
off submerged farms. Her officers report that all 
the country between Memphis and Helena, Ark., is 
under water, except where strips of levee yet re- 
main. Austin, Miss,,is overflowed, and water to 
the depth of several feet rushes through the town. 
The rapid tise in the St. Franeis River caused 
great loss to lumbermen, as thousands of logs were 
swept away by the swift current. Muph suffering 
exists among the inhabitants of the sunken lands 
and their isolated position makes it almost impos- 
sible to afford them relief. 


St. Louis, March 7.—A dispatch from 
Helena, Ark., says the breaking of the levee near 
Friar’s Point yesterday will be very disastrous toa 
large number of planters and other people in that 
section, and that a good deal of land never under 
water before will be now overflowed. Friar’s Point, 
Delta, and all tewns for 20 miles back from the 
river will be greatly damaged, and the planters 
will lose muck of their live stock and corn and 
ether supplies. 

Accounts from Western Tennessee say that great 
damage has been done in Lake and other Coun- 
ties along the river. Mueh stock has been lost, 
and many houses, fences, and a good deal of corn 
and cotton have been swept away. Some of the 
towns are oe isolated, but no actual suf- 
fering ameng the people is yet reported:

FOUNDERED AT SEA. 


LO8s OF THE STEAMER GLOUCESTER CITY— 
THE CREW SAVED. 

Lonpon, March 7.—News has just been re- 
ceived that the British steamer Gloucester City, 
Capt. Deslandes, which left Bristol on Feb. 8 for 
New-York, foundered on Feb. 23 in latitude 44° 
north, longitude 52° west. The crew were rescued 
aad landed at Havre. 


Arbell & Co., of No. 118 Pearl-street, the 


New-York agents of the Bristol City Steam-ship , 


Line, received a dispatch yesterday from Loadon 
confirming the news of the lossof the vessel Capt. 


Deslandes commanded, the Gloucester City. He 
had made two trips in this vessel, and had under 
him a crew of 27 men all told. There were no pas- 
sengers on board. The Gloucester City was a com- 
paratively new vessel. She was launched in the 
yard of Richardson, Duck & Co., at Stockton, 
England, in October, 1881. She measured 1,040 
tons gross and 1,26g§tons net. Her dimensions were: 
Length, 270 feet: breadth of beam, 36 feet; 
and depth of held, 23 feet. The hold was divided 
into six water-tight compartments. She had dou- 
ble decka, both of which were ef iron, and her 
hatch combings, which were unusually high, were 
of the same material. The main deek was protect- 
ed by high iron bulwarks. The vessel was brigan- 
tine-rigged. The eabin was in a heuse on the mair 
deck aft. In the hold were large tanks 
which could be used either for water, bal- 
last, or  eargo. The engines were of 
200 nominal horse power. The cylinders were 36 
and 67 inches in diameter, respeetively, with a 
piston streke ef 36 inches. The lest steam-ship 
was valued at about $150,000, and was fully in- 
sured in foreign eompanies. Arbell & Co. say that 
the freight consisted of 600 tons of coal and 900 
tons of general merchardise. It was valued at 
about $75,000, and was probably imsured. The lo- 
cality in which she is reported to have foundered 
led her agents to think that the Gloucester City 
was in collision with an iceberg. She sailed from 
Bristol on Feb. 8, two days before the departure of 
the Somerset, of the same line, which arrived here 
last Thursday. Her agents have felt uneasy about 
her forsome time, but they hoped that she had met 
with nothing werse than a break-down of her en- 
gines. The Bristo) City Company has lost two other 
steam-ships since it started. in 1879. In December, 
1880, the Bristol City left Bristol for this port, but 
was never heard from again. In December, 1£81, 
the Bath City was lost, and Capt. Ivey, her cem- 
mander, died of exposure after the vessel had been 
abandoned. An investigation showed that none of 
the officers were to blame.

MR. SHEYBERT’S BODY CREMATED, 
THE WEALTHY PHILADELPHIAN REDUCED 
TO ASHES—HIS MANY BEQUESTS. 
WasuinGton, Penn., March 7.—The seven- 
teenth human body was reduced to ashes in the 
Le Moyne Crematory to-day. The custom seem 
to be growing in favor. Only five weeks aga 
the body of a child of Dr. Samue} 
Habn, deceased, of New-York, was. incinerated 
here. The ehild'’s father was also cremated: 
a few yearsago. A large proportion of these in- 
cinerations have been of persons from New-York. 
The one disposed of to-day was the corpse of 
Henry Seybert, a wealthy resident of Philadelphia 
—the first subject from the City of Brotherly Love. 
Mr. Seybert has been an advocate of cremation 
for years, and was one of asmall number of gen- 
tlemen who had about cencluded. te begin the ex- 


periment of another crematory, to be situated in 
or near the city of Philadelphia. Religio 
services were held in Philadelphia in one o 
the Episcopal churehes, of which Mr. Seybert was a 
member. The body left Philadelphia last nigh? 
and should have arrived hereat 11 o’clock this 
morning. Owing to an accident near Altoona, 
the cremation party, consisting of Joseph 
Norris, Brook Wright, and R. Brine: 
hurst,, an undertaker, did not reach this 
lace till nearly 5 o’clock this evening. On reach- 
ng the crematory the elothing of the dead man 
was removed at the request of George S, Pepper, 
one of the Executors, who was  anx- 
jous that no foreign matter should find 
its way into the ashes. The corpse 
was then wrapped in an alum-soaked sheet, lifted 
into the oyen-erib, amd shoved into the retort. 
Only two hours elapsed when tke body was satis- 
factorily reduced. The ashes will be taken away 
away on Friday by the gentleman who aecompanied 
the body, not until which time will the reto 
be sufficient!y 0201 to allow theirremoval. Alltha 
is now left o. the dead man will be placed in an 
urn and deposited in mother earth near the graves 
of Mr. Seybert’s parents in Laurel Hill Cemetery. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 7.—The will of the 
late Henry Seybert, of this city, whose body was 
cremated at Washington, Penn., to-day, was madé 
public this afternoon. By the will $250,000 is di- 
vided among 79 public institutions, and the re- 
mainder of the estate, amounting to $1,000,000, will 
be devoted to the establishment and maintenance 
of two institutions for the care and education oi 
boys and girls.

the other bequests are $10,000 to the Edueational 
Home, $5,000 each to the Society for the Prever- 
tion of Cruelty to Children, Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty te Animals, Home Missionary 
Society, and Children’s Hospital: $2,000 each to the 
Pennsylvania Hospital, University.

SENATOR CAMHEON’S ILLNESS. 
| A MALADY WHICH RENDERS NECESSARY A 
SEVERE SURGICAL OPERATION. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 7.—A special dis- 
patch to the Times from Washington says: *‘Sena- 
tor Cameron’s health is much more seriously im- 
paired than is generaliy supposed, and his condi- 
tion is regarded by many as really critical, but not 
at all hopeless. He has been very much prostrated 
most of the Wiater by the return of fiistula in an 
aggravated form, and the habitual use of opiates 
necessary to enable him to obtain sleep under the 
constant and severe Spain has shattered his ner- 
yous system and generally prostrated him, mentally 
and physically. ._He sbould have had a sur- 
gieal operation performed some time ago, 


but it would have confined him to_ bis 
room for weeks, and he was unwilling to be abso- 
lutely deprived of the power to appear in the Sen- 
ate when the tariff was to be considered. His de- 
lay in submitting to the surgical operation daily in- 
creased the violence of his malady. and he was 
seldom able to appear in the Senate, and then was 
not fit for participation in its deliberations, His 
fretful controversy with Mr. Van Wyck was there- 
sult of his extreme nervous irritability, and it is not 
generally known that he fainted away into entire 
insensibility soon after. Since the adjourn- 
ment of Congress Senator Cameron has 
not been welPenough to stand the surgical opera- 
tion, and some apprehensions are felt that he may 
not, with bis present exhausting disease, rode 
strong enough to submit tothescalpel. The opera- 
tion will bea very severe and delicate one and 
must greatly prostrate him, and in his present 
weakened eondition it is feared that he would not 
survive it. He is in the hands of the most e 
enced medical experts, and it is now hoped that he 
can rally enough to submit tg the operation without | 
risk to his life. It is believed that if he cas 
undergo the operation without fatal shock to his 
system he will speedily regain his strength and 
health. He is mot suffering from any organi¢ 
disease. On the contrary, his malady is purely 
local, greatly aggravated by neglect and the neces- 
sary use of opiates, and if he can be made to coms 
safely out of the hands of the surgeon there is ne 
apparent reason why he should not fully regain hit 
usual health and vigor. In order to hasten the re4 
cuperation of his strength his physieians have 
given their assent to an immediate trip South. He 
and Senator Butler, of South Carolina, are per- 
senal friends, Senator Cameron having vot ta 
give the eontested seat to Butler when the party 
caucus demanded Butler’s rejection, and he has 
aceepted Mr. Butler’s invitation to go to Charles- 
ton and have the contemplated surgical operation 
erformed there.

“THENEW TARIFI’S EFFECTS 


COMPLAINTS OF THE CHINA AND 
GLASS ‘DEALERS. 
SHE IMPORTERS POINTING OUT ABSURDI- 
_ TIES AND ERRORS OF CLASSIFICATION, 
BUT HOME MAKERS NOT DISSATISFIED. 
The importers of, and dealers in, china, 
zizes, and earthen warein this City are generally 
very much dissatisfied with the changer made in 
the tariff schedule as applied to their trade. The 
increased duties on the various grades of goods 
are bitterly'complaiped of, and the alterations in 
the classifieation of duties on the products of for- 
eign potteries are denounced by many importers as 
absurd and mfschievous. The crockery-dealers as 
a class aregiad that the tariff question {se settled— 
even those who denounce the new schedule say- 
ing that a bad tariff list is better than the uncer. 
tainty that has been hanging over the business 
fluring the past year. 
Mr. Isidore Strauss, of the firm of L. Strauss & 
‘Son, Nos. 42, 44, amd 46 Warren-street, importers 
and dealers in all kinds of china, glass, and earthen- 
ware, expressed the opinion that the crockery 
trade would suffer more than any other under the 
provisions of the new tariff. The changes in the 
rates of duty would undoubtedly have the effect of 


advancing the prices to consumers of about one- 
aalf of the goods imported to correspond with the 
difference between the present duty of 40 per eent. 
ind a new duty of 60 percent. “The amended 
sariff,” said Mr. Strauss, * increases the duty on all 
sarthemware, whether plain or printed, painted, 
edged, or dipred, besides raising the elassification 
on the cheapest toy piate on which a ehild learns 
ts alphabet to the same classification as the rich 
hand-painted plaque that costs as much apiece as 
the toy plates cost per package. It is difficult to 
gay at presert What the average advance will be 
on the different classes of goods. The amended 
tariff advances the duties on white earthenware 
from 40 to 55 per cent. ad valorem; on colored 
earthenware from 40 to 60 per cent.: on white 
thina, white parien, and white bisque, from 45 to 
88 per cept. : on decorated china, decorated parian, 
and decorated bisque from 50 to 60 per cent., and 
on glassware from 40to45 percent. This unjust 
and erroneous readjustment of the schedul arises 
from the fact that a manufacturing potter had the 
social ear of the Tariff Commission and the Ways 
and Means Committee for the use of arguments 
which could have been very easily answered had 
mitable opportunities been offered.” 

* Does tne new schedule give satisfaction to any- 
y your trade?” . 

“ Not that 1 know of. It is not calculated to give 
satisfaction te anybody, except, perpaps, Congress- 
man J, Hart Brewer, who, as a manufacturing pot- 
ter, may congratulate himself upon baving carried 
his point. The result of the new earthenware, 
china, and elass schedule will be that about 50,- 

‘900,000 American consumers will be ‘“~ 3 to pay 
an extra tax for the benefit of a few pottery 
manufacturers, whe employ about 9,500 hands. 
According to the Tariff Commissien’s own report 
these hands receive about $3,290,000 in wages, or 
in average of about $350 for each hand. The Gov- 
irpment could better afford te put all of the 9,500 
bands on a pension than to increase the tariff as-it 
has done. Arguments both inaccurate and absurd 
were used in Congress to bring about the change 
which was effected in the classification of duitiable 

s in our trade, by whieh all cheap 
ecorated ware was put on the same baeis as fine 

roods. The use of colored ware has increased 
toa great extent in this country during the past 
few years. Where nothing but white ware was 
Imported 10 years ago, now at least 40 per cent. of 
the same impertation is colored ware. This in- 

. greased demand for colored ware is not wholly be- 
gause the taste of the public bas increased or be- 
rause the people bave become extravagant, but be- 
tause consumers have been able to buy a hand- 
30mer article at the same ora less pride than was 
asked for the plain white goods. Congressman 

wer argued that the class of colored ware that 
was imported was only used by the wealthy class- 
2s. That was a palpable misstatement, for there 

" bas been a large sale here for cheap foreign deco- 
fated goods among the poorer classes. Another 
argument used by Mr. Brewer in favor of making 
the duty on all grades of decorated ware uni- 
form was that people could net tell the dif- 
ference between the china and the earth- 
snware. Perhaps that might be the case. 
with a man, who, professiag to be a potter, spends 
his time in politics. Certaimly any practical potter 
could readily te!l the difference. It is. however, 
reasonable to suppose that apy potter who would 
declare that he had earned only 3 percent. on his 
Capital during the past year does not know much 
gbout pottery. ‘There are potteries in Trenton 
that have made from 30 to 40 per cent. profit dur- 
“ng the last year or two. The difference betweer 
the cheap, but hizhly ornamental decorated ware 
and fine decorated china is this: The material used 
to make cheap decorated ware would not be fit to 
be used in the manufacture of plain white goods. 
The coloring covers up the defects. There ought 
to be a distinction made in the tariff on a genuine 
fine china dish and acheap decorated carthenware 
dish, but Congress has put them both into the 
same classification.” 

“ When will the new tariff make itself felt upon 
the consumers?” 

“It may not make itself apparent this Fall, for 
importers will do all they can to add to their pres- 
ent stocks before the new schedule goes into effect, 
Jaly 1. The importers will try to give their cus- 
tomers the beneiit of the present tariff. The ad- 
vanced duties will be seriously felt in the early 
Spring business of next year. ‘Then retail dealers 
Will Lave to put up their prices, and consumers 
will find that they must either pay more for their 
table ware or use & cheaper quality.” 

Mr. Charles T. Dotter, of Baws & Dotter, of No. 30 
Bercley-street, said that the amended law, 50 
far as it. applied to the pottery products, was wholly 
onsatisfactory and full of inaccuracies and absurdi- 
ties. He said: “We should have hada lower tariff, 
instead of which Congress gave us increased 
tariff. The upshot of the whole business will be 
that people will bave to pay more for their dishes, 
and the employes of domestic notteries, gettiag 
the idea that they ought to have a share in the ad- 
Vanced prices, will demand more wages, and we 
shal) probably have some strikes this Summer or 
next Fail. lthink that the effect of the new tariff 
Wiil be felt on the business next Fall." Mr. Dotter 

ointed out several! clauses in the new tariff which 
said were eonfusing and ridiculous, In one 
place the new schedule makes provisien for a 
duty on Bohemian and porcelain glass. Mr. Dotter 
said that there was no such thing known to the 
trade as porcelain glass. There was a white glass 
that looked like porcelain, but it»could not prop- 
erly be called percelain glass. Mr. Dotter con- 
sidered it sheer nonsense to place cheap decorated 
earthenware ona par with decorated chinaware. 
He said that demestic competition had alread 
made the prices of clieap decorated ware s0 lo 
that it bardly paid importers to bring ever foreign 
goods of the same grade. The particular lines of 
goods on Which the main differences were made in 
the new tariff were not manufactured in this 
country at all. Mr. Dotter stated that he had 
talked with one domestic manufacturer of fine 
shinaware, and found him dissatisfied with the 
changes that had been made by Congress. ‘“‘I do 
not see whe has been helped in our trade v this 
pew tariff bill,” said Mr. Detter, “‘ but I fevl that 
even an unsatisfactory tariff is better for us than 
the agitation of the question.” In thecourse of bis 
conversation with the reporter, Mr. Dotter said 
that be thought that the Customs duties were 
more rigorously and more honestly collected at 
this port than at any other port in the United 
Stetes. Injustice was sometimes done to the im- 
porters by the Government oflicers bolding too 
strictly to the letter of the law. 

Amember of the-firm of George F. Bassett & 
Do., No. 52 Park-place, said that the advances made 
m@ the duties on earthenware, china,,and glass 
ware were uncalled for and foolish. The only 
sffect of the amended tariff wag te make imported 
roods which in soine grades were indispemsable to 
this market cost more money. There was not 
ikely to be any practical difference in the effect of 
the new tariff on the English and the French im- 
ported wares. ‘he prices of both would be ad- 
vanced and the extra expense would fallon the 
consumer. Heretofore the duty on all kinds of 
decorated English goods has been low, so that the 
poorer classes of people could indulge their artistic 
tastes in the matter of tableware. The new tariff 
puts the cheap decorated ware inthe same class 
with decorated French china, which will 
naye the effect of compellin the peo- 
sie of limited means to et decorat- 
24 wares alone and go back to the plain 
white earthenware. “The new tariff,” said the 
rentieman, ‘will practically advance the cost of 
rlain white imported wares from 4 to 5 per cent., 
and of ali printed or decorted wares frota 13 to 15 

ercent. When the new law goes into effect, July 

, the importers will be obliged to advance their 
pricee. At the same time the English manufactur- 
ers wil] elther haveto reduce their prices or increase 
their discounts from 2)4 to5percent. The Treaton 
manufacturers will probably advance their prices. 
Ido not think that the change in the tariff will 
penefit the Trenton manufacturers or any branch 
of the trade.”’ 

Mr. Charles Yogt, ef No. 43 Barolay-stroet, im- 
Ddorts and deals enly in French ware. Jie was of 
she opinien that the increased tariff would not 
do much harm to anybody. The new oclasgsi- 
fieation provided for in the amended tariff, by 
which cheap English decorated earthenware wiil 
pe obliged to pay the same duty as is imposedon 
5ne French decorated ware, Mr. Vogt considered 
the best feature of the new law “ There is no 
reason,” said he, “ why English granitewarc—or 

ueensware, as it is more commonly called— 
sbould pay a less rate of duty than Freneh china. 
Many of the imported articles made from this 
queensware are so highly ernamented and so e6x- 
pensive that they are really articles of luxury 
Which eome into competition with our more valu- 
able French decorated ware. It is manifestly un- 
fair, therefore, that the Fuglish majolica sbould 
hitherto have been made to pay only 40 per cent. 
ad valorem duty, while the I’'rench decorated 
roods had to pay 50 per cent. Under the new 
tariff all kinds of decorated ware will have to pay 
50 per cent. ud valorem.” 

“Do you think that the increased duties will 
ceuse auy advance in the price ot domestic 
goods *” 

* Yes. 1 do not see how such an increase can be 
avoided. The advance in the price of foreryn 
goods will prompt the home manufacturers to put 
up their prices. Of what use would thix protective 
tariff be to the American potters if they did not 
Bdvauce their prices. | look fora general advance 
In the prices of china, giass, and earthen ware 
and, of course, the people at large will have to 
foot the bill.” 

Mr. Walter H. Scott, aeent for the Roshester 
Tumbler Company, the Bellaire Goblet Company, 
and the O'Hara Glass Company, st No. 29 Barclay- 
street. as of the opinion that the slight ad- 
Vance in the dnty on glassware would rot affect 

ess Of the three companies named to any 
extent. The manufecturers of certain lines of 
glasewere needed @ hich protective duty “ina or- 
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der to compete with foreign experience, ekill, and 
cheap labor. Mr. Scett, however, thought that the 
old tariff rate had afforded sufficient protection to 
the home manufacturers to enable them to do 
businessat a profit. He remarked: “ We are mak- 
ing a line of goods that does not enter into compe- 
tition im the American market with foreign goods. 
The Rochester Tumbler Company cxports a great 
many specialties. We did a big business in Canada 
until the Canadian people raised the tariff on us 
about 13 per cent. a year or 20 ago.” 

A prominent importer of china, glass, and earthen 
ware suid: ‘*The argument used in Congress on 
which the duty on glassware was raised from 40 to 
45 per cent. was simply absurd. It was declared 
that the duty en glassware should be raised be- 
cause a out-glass prism could net have the neces- 
sary holes bored in it in shis country for less than 
the cost of the imported article. That same prism 
used to illustrate this argument could not possibly 
be made in this country. It isan article made only 
in the mountains of Bohemia, and which the Eng- 
lish, noted as they are for their fine glassware, are 
obliged te import. Some of the talk atout protect- 
ing im ble industries in this country is worse 
than absurd. It is idiotic.” 

Mr. D. Willetts, of the Willetts Manufacturing 
Company, of Trenton, N. J.. informed a Trxzs re- 
porter that he recarded the pew tariff as am equi- 
table arrangement, and tre believea that as its 
effects were developed it would be found to be 

rfectiy satisfactory. The home manufacturers 
Feit that they ought to be well protected in order 
to successfully compete with the foreign manufac- 
turers, who got their labor for less than one-half 
the cost ot labor in the American potteries. In 
answer to a question as to what the advanced cost 
of imported earthenware would be under the new 
tariff, Mr. Willetts said: ‘Take the staple crockery 
which is used by the mass of the people, and a 
eomparison of the figures of the present tariff and 
the tariff which is to go into efiect July 1 shows 
that the advance on the foreign goods will amount 
to only 83or5 percent. The present duty on this 
class of s is 40 per cent. ad valorem, but 
the new duty will.be 53 per cent. One of the ex- 
cellent features of the new Tariff billis the aboli- 
tion of the duties on charges and packages. For 
instance, if we buy a bill of goods in London and 
desire to get them to Liverpoo! for shipment we 
must pay certain charges for package and trans- 
portation. The‘present turiff law requires us to 

y duties on the total cost of the goods as they 
eave the foreign shores. The new tariff law places 
the duties on the original purchasing price of the 
goods.’ .In order to illustrate the difference in the 

ractical operation of the present and the new 
aws, Mr. Willetts made a brief calculation, show- 
ing that 10 crates of staple English eranite or 
queensware jiaid down im New-York would cost 
uncer the present Jaw $533.

LADIES’ CLOAKS AND LACES. 
THE MAKERS OF THE FORMER BATISFIED, 

BUT OF THE LATTER DISPLEA£ED. 
The tariff appears to be generally satisfac- 
tory to firms employed in the manufacture of 
ladies’ cloaks, although when passed by the Senate 
it threatened to seriously injure their business. 
The general feeling om the subject was expressed 
yesterday by F. C. Campbell, of the firm of Meyer, 
Jonasson & Co., of No. 858 Broadway. Mr. Camp- 
bell went to Washington in the interest of the 
cloak manufacturers, and to his efforts mainly is 
attributed the effecting of the changes made in 
the bill after its passage by the Senate. “The 
tariff,” said Mr. Campbell, “‘as it came from the 


Senate would have completely killed our industry in 
this country, and that would have been a serious 
matter. This industry amounts to $30,000,000 — 
year and gives employment to 35,000 persons, The 
ater pert of the wurk is done In this City and 
ts vicinity. We find tt very difficult under the 
present tariff to compete with foreign houses. We 
did-not ask for proteetion; we wanted only to be 
put on an equal footing with them, and then stand 
or fall according to our merits. I will show you 
where the foreign houses have bad the advantage 
of ua. The duty proposed by the Sespate was 35 
per cent. ad valorem and 40 cents per peund on 
manufactured garments. Now they proposed to 
make the duty on the woolen cloth, of which the 
body of the garment is made, precisely the same, 
while the trimmings, such as eimps, fringes, silke, 
velvets, &c., which are large items in the manufac- 
ture of cloaks, were to be taxed 50 per cent. ad 
valorem when imported in the piece. What 
would have been the result? Simply this: The 
imported ‘cloaks, already made up, coming 
in at 35 per cent. ad valorem, would have 
brought their trimmings along with them at the 
same rate, for the trimmings weigh too little to 
affect the pound rate. That being the state of 
affairs, what sort of a chance wou!d we have had, 
being compelled to import these trimmings in 
piece and pay 50 per cent. onthem? These facts 
were presented to the members of the House by 
me and were one of tlle causes that led to the 
ebanges inthe bill. Poe result was that the duty 
on manufactured clothing was made 40 per cent. ad 
valorem and 45 cents per pound. This puts us on 
an equal footing with the foreign houses and paves 
the way for a fair business competition. If the 
bill had gone into effect as passed by the Senate 
we should have been compelled either to zo out of 
business or to transfer our manufacturing depart- 
ments to Paris or Berlin and become importers in- 
stead of American manufacturers.”’ Other m@nu- 
facturers of cloaks expressed simiiar views, though 
E. 8. Mills, of No. 354 Broadway, said he did not 
believe much difference would be found in the 
practical working of the rew arrangement. 

In lace goods a change has been made which in- 
terviews with several manufacturers of this ¢laus 
of goods showed to be not very satisfactory. A.G. 
Jennings, of Noe. 478 Broome-street, expressed the 
views of the houses in his line of trade. He said: 
“ The duty on laces has been reduced 10 per cent., 
which is not atall favorable to us. We consider 
laces articles of luxury which ean only be bought 
by the rich. They can afford pay well for im- 
ported goods, and it seems no miore than right that 
the duty should be kept up for the benefit of Amer- 
ican manufacturers, who have not the easiest time 
ip the world in getting along. However, I suppose 
we shall have to stand it the best way we can. The 
enly way by which we have successfully competed 
witb foreign houses is by the manufacture of a 
fine line ef colored silk laces. American houses 
are able to produce very exeellent goods of this 
class, and there isa very good demand for them. 
This sort of work pays us. But in the black 
silk laces, for instance, we sare brought into 
direct competition with the manufacturers over 
the sea. Now, it is the easiest thing in the worid 
to undervalue laces. Goods worth $20 per yard 
can be invoiced at $5 and got through without de- 
teetion. Men of experience in the business can 
easily be deceived as to the value of these couds; 
very few persons can receguize the different 
grades by examination. Now, since this is 80, how 
much easier it is going to be to get laces through 
ata very low rate when the duty is redueed 10 per 
cent. In cotton laees, such as are used for win- 
dow curtains, there is no hope at all for us, be- 
cause the duty on the manufactured geods is low 
and that on the yarns used in making them is high. 
There is not a yard of cotton lace made in this 
country, nor is uny of the yarn manufactured here. 
Now, it is plainly out of the question for us to im- 
port the yarns and manufacture the laces when we 
should be compelled to charge more for them than 
the foreign ones cost. There are a number of 
houses here that would have been glad to go into 
the making of cotton laces, and they hoped that 
the tariff on the manufactured goods would have 
been raised and that onthe yarnslowered. The 
passage of the act asit stands, however, shuts us 
out of this brauch of our business.”

THE WIRE ROD INDUSTRY. 
A DISCOVERY WHICH LEAVES A FIGHTING 

CHANCE FOR MANUFACTURERS, 
PirtsBuRG, March 7,—In reviewing the Tariff 
bill to-day Mr. Joseph D. Weeks, Secretary of the 
Western Jron Association, made a discovery that 
is of great importance to the iron rod trade, which 
was thought to have been killed when the bil!) be- 
came a law. In caliing the attention of Tur Timzs’s 
correspondent to the matter he said: “I think 
there is a good fighting chance left for the wire 
rod industry, rotwitbstauding the ussertions of 


Abram 8S. Hewitt and others to the contrary. 
One of the first points upon which the 
conferenes committee disagreed was a 
clause that Mr. MeKinley, the Youngstown 
Representative, insisted should be Incorporated in 
the bill. It was that when two rates of duty were 
applicable to the same article it should be taxed 
at the highest rate. ‘There was a vigorous fight on 
this clause, but McKisley is one ofthe most persist- 
ent men in the world, and stood right out for its 
adoption. In despair, those who at first oprosed 
the clause at length yielded the point and McKin- 
ley’s clause is part of the law. I think it will preve 
the savior of the wire rod industry for this 
reason. One clause of the bill stipulates 
that the duty on round iron less than seven-six- 
teenths of an inch thick sball be 1.1 cents. Another 
clause stipulates that iron or steel rivet or screen 
wire rods, wound in eoils, shall be admitted at six- 
tenths ofa cent. The conclusion we al! jumped at 
was, tbat the wire rods manufactured in this coun- 
try could be imported under the act by the pzy- 
ment of the six-tenths cent rate. If we were 
correct there would be no use to manufac- 
ture any more wire rods. But I don’t be- 
lieve we were eorrect. I believe that the 
higher as well as the lewer duty is applicable to 
wire rods,and if it is so decided under the Mc- 
Kinley clauso importers will have te pay the 
higher rate. This will enable those having capital 
in the industry to continue to compete with the 
foreign trade. Comparatively speaking the indus- 
| try is nota large one, but wire rods are among 
the few things which have not been taken from 
the manufacturers of charcoal iron, and to a de- 
elining industry a much smaller matter will be im- 
portant ’"*

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THE UNION PACIFIC’S REPORT OF 
A YEAR'S WORK. 

ANNUAL ELECTION OF DIRECTORS AND OFFi- 
CERS AND THE FINANCES AND OPERA- 
TIONS OF THE PAST YEAR. 

, The annual meeting of the Union Pacific 
Rallway Company took place in thie City yester- 
day. The following Direetors were elected: Sidney

he annual report for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1882, was presented. In the Union Pacific system 
there are 1,820.9 miles of road. The gross earnings 
for the year were $22,823,884.24; operating ex- 
penses, (including taxes.) $10,727.049 28; interest 
and dividends collected on investment se- 
curities, $2,211,099 85: total surplus earnings, 
$14,807,934 31. A foot-note says that ‘‘the 
gross carnings of the Union Pacific system, 
including braneh lines, amounted to $30,363,- 
927 75 for the year 1882." Payments were 
as follows: Interest on bonds, $4,976,203 93; dis- 
count, interest, and exchange, $172,722 31; sinking 
funds. $442,000; amount due the United States on 
the business of the year, $2,097,189 90; premiums 
paid on bonds redeemed and Josses on securities 
disposed of, $18,023 16: total, $7,707,039 30; balance 
applicable to dividends, $6,600,895 01; stock divi- 
dends at 7 per cent., $4,260,788; surplus for the 
year, $2.340,107 01. The total funded debt of the 
company is placed at $90,717,707; less 
amount held by Trustees of consolidated 
bonds, $8,872,200; balance outstanding, $81,845,507. 
The bonds returned and canceled duriag the year 
amounted to $1,153,000 50. The earnings from 
transportation of passengers were $5,197,730 01; 
freight, $15,402,167 37; mail, $746.515 61; express, 
$748,932 30; miscellaneous, $728,588 95. Compared 
with the preceding year the report says there was 
an increase of 144 per cent. from transportation of 
passengers, 3 per cent. from tranportation of 
mails, 4 per cent. from express transportation, 
and 13 per cent. from miscellaneous business. 
The ageregate tonnage of freight moved on the 
road in 1882 was 36,600 tons in excess of the ten- 
nage of 1881. In the transportation of metallic 
ores and coke there was an increase of tonnage 
over the preceding year of 56 per cent., in wheat 
and corn of 40 per cent., and in agricultural imple- 
ments, vehicles, and lumber of 25 per cent., and of 
merchandise of 150 percent. In the operating ex- 
penses there was a decrease in 1882 under 188] of 
$1,753,293 43. During the yearthe sum of $151,100 
mt expended in opening new mines and for ad- 
ditional machinery, bringing the capacity of the 
mines to the daily output of 5,200 tons, which is 
about twice the output of the past year. The in- 
creased quantity of coal sold during 1882 over 1881 
amounted to 66,605 tons. The company’s relling mill 
at Laramie turned out 11,882 tons of rails and 5,884.- 
~! pounds of bar-iron, splices, spikes, bolts, and 
nuts. 

During the year there were sales of land to 3,062 
purchasers, who bought 398,074 acres at the aver- 
age price of $4 45 per acre. The proceeds of the 
Land Department, including sales of town lots, 
amounted to $1,625,618 32. The net proceeds of 
the Union Pacific land grant to Deo. 31, 1882, 
amounted to $8,307,654 62, and the Kansas Pacifie 
and Cheyenne land grantstosame date amount- 
ed to $5,560,532 72, making a total of $13,868,187 34. 
The lands of the company remaining to be sold have 
not yet been fully surveyed and sectionized. The 
coal lands exterd along the line of the 
railroad, a distance of over 400 miles. 
During the year 16,854 tons ef steel rails were laid 
in renewal of track. Six iron truss bridges were 
built, having a total leugth of 2,028 feet, in place 
of wooden bridges, and additional iron truss 
bridges are in course of erection. Ninety pile bridges 
were built, having an aggregate leneth of 6,150 
feet. In addition to entire renewa!s of bridges re- 
newals of stringers, caps, &0., were made to 74 
truss and pile pridges, having an aggregate length 
of 4,485 feet. Te afford proper accommodation 
for freight business, and to avoid delay to trains, 
87 miles of new side track were laid. To the loco- 
motive service were added 12 powerful consolida- 
tion engines, in place of 16 locomotives too light 
‘for economical service, which were sold. The total 
engine mileage for the year was 9,611,683 miles, 
and the train mileage cost $1 11 6-10 per mile. 
The lines of railroads connecting with the 
Union Pacific and operated under its con- 
trol were extended during 1882 380 miles. 
The aggregate length of connecting railroads 
——— in the ixterest of the company, Jan. 1, 
1883, amounted to 2,872. During the year the 
amounts required to he paid to the United States 
exeeeded the interest paid by the United States on 
the subsidy bonds issued to the constituent com- 

nies by $84,819 18. Addingto that amount the 
nterest for the year collected by the United States 
on the sinking fund investments held for the 
benefit of the company, and which amounted to 
$31,621 19, there will result upon the year's settle- 
menta cae og by the company toward the princi- 
palof thedebt tothe United Statesof $116,440 37. 

The surplus general income, after payment of all 
fixed charges of Government requirements and of 
7 per cent. dividend to stockholders. amounted to 
$2,840,107 01, which is equal to 3.845 per cert. 
on amount of capital stock. The policy of secur- 
ing for the company and its stockholders, not only 
the tributary business resulting from branch lines, 
but all the profits in the construction of those 
lines nt their actuai cost in cash, economically ex- 
pended, and also the annual profits of their opera- 
tion and the income from lucrative inyestmenis in 
them has been fully vindicated, the report says. 

Resolutions were adopted by the stockholders 
approving the investments in tributary roads, and 
approving the traffic contract with the Oregon 
Short Line Railway Company. A quarterly divi- 
dend of 134 percent. on the stock was declared 
payable April 2, the books to close March 13 and 
reopen April 3.

LITIGATION SUSPENDED. 
THE HARTFORD AND HARLEM 8UIT AGAINST 
THE ATR LINE. 

New-HaveEN, March 7.—The suit of the 
Hartford and Harlem Railroad Company and 
George Isbell against the New-York, Connecticut 


and Air Line Company was temporarily settled in 
tke Superior Court to-day by agreement of coun- 
sel. Judge Andrews felt disinclined to grant the 
injunction asked for by the plaintiffs to restrain 
the defendant corporation from proceeding in the 
matter of their lay-out before the Railroad Commis- 
sioners, as he had no wish to punish them or 
seriously embarrass their case, which, he thought, 
sheuld be heard upon its merits. He suggested 
that the proceedings stop by agreement until such 
time as a full hearing couid be had. Mr. Beach, of 
counsel for the New-York, Connecticut and Air 
Line, in anticipation of such a ruling, had prepared 
the form of an agreement, providing that the hear- 
ing be adjourned irom time to time until the case 
is tried upon its merits and the defend- 
ant corporation take no further action to- 
ward perfecting their case before the Railroad 
Commissioners until the matter is decided. This 
agreement was adopted. The litigation thus far 
has resulted in nothing decisive, but the parties 
connected with the New-York, Cornecticut and 
Air Line Company—tbe Olmstead Parailel, as it is 
generally known—expressed themselves relieved 
over the fact that they are not actually enjoined. 
“ T suppose,”’ said one of them, * that wecan make 
no progress before the Railroad Commissioners 
until the ceurt decides our case on its merits, but 
I don't suppose they will be so unjust as to allow 
the Hartford and Harlem to take an untair advan- 
tage on that account. There are flaws about their 
proceedings as well as about our own, and these, I 
am confident, will kill their organization, whatever 
may be the fate of the Clmstead.”

TRIAH MOYER SUFFERS FOR A CRIME COM-

MIDDLEBURG, Penn., March 7.—Uriah Moy- 
er was hanged here in the jail-vard at 11:08 this 
morning for the murder of Gretchen Kintzler on 
Dec. 8 1877. The prisoner passed a very quiet 
night, sleeping well. When he was led out of his 
cell to the seaffoia he stepped up firmly and exhib- 
ited great nerve. The prisoner gazed calmly on 
the crowd of 250 people, and stated that the mur- 
der was committed by him and Emanuel Ettinger; 
that he and his brother Jenathan and Ettinger 


robbed anda burned the body and the premises on 
the following evening. He said, too, that it had 
been said that bis brother Joseph wasalso present. 
but that was notso. A prayer wag then offered by 
the Rev. L. C. Edmunds, to which the condemned 
man made responses. After this the Sheriff pin- 
ioned bis arms and ankles and the rope was ad- 
justed, the white cap was placed over his bead, 
and the drop fell. Hedied without a struggle in 
about seven minutes. 

Uriah Moyer was convicted in December. 1831, of 
the murder of Gretchen Kintzler. John Kintziler 
and Gretchen, his wife, were an aged couple resid- 
ing in av unfrequented piace, about 10 miles from 
Middlenurg, near the foot of Jack’s Mountain. It 
was generally uadersteod among the neighbors 
that Kintzler was in possession of a considerable 
amount of money, the hoardings of years. The 
crime, according to the testimony, was committed 
on Saturday evening, Dec. 8, 1877, and after killing 
the old couple the murderers set fire to the dwell- 
ing and consumed it and the bodies of their vic- 
tims. Owing to certain declaraticns made by some 
neighbors of the Kintzlers, suspicion at once at- 
tached to Moyer, his brother Jonathan, Emanuel 
Ettinger, Israel Erb, and several others. and 
they were all arrested, but were subsequent- 
ly released on a writ of habeas corpus. 
They were again arrested, however, upon infor- 
mation given by a young woman, Mary Hartley. 
Upon the trial of Erb he was acquitted under the 
charge of the court, there being an insufficiency of 
evidence. A nolle prosequl was entered in the 
other cases and the prisoners were all discharged. 
Thus the matter rested until the Fal! of 1880, when 
a detective was employed to ferret out the perpe- 
trators of the crime. “Tne result was the arrest of 
Jonathan Moyer, Israel Erb, and Emauuel Ettin- 
ger, and they were promptly indicted for the mur- 
derof the oid lady. Uriah Moyer was at that time 
residing in the West, as was also Ettinger, with 
his mistress, Mary Hartley. The two iatter were 
brought to this county, the one to answer 
the charge and the other detained as a wit- 
ness. Ettinger was tried first, and at his 
trial Mary Hartley swore that on the night of Dec. 
8. 1877, she, in company with Ettinger and thetwo 
Moyers and their wives, left the house of Jonathan 
Moyer and proceeded to the Eintzler premises, 
and when nearthere met Erb. The men crossed 
over to the house and effected an entrance, and 
both the old people were killed by Ettinger. After 
securing the money the toreh wasapplied. The 
young woman's testimony was sustained in mate- 
rial-poiuts by other witnesses, and also by the con- 
fessions of the accused tothe detective. Ettinger 
was convicted of murder in the first degree, and 
Erb and Jonathan Moyer were also convicted. A 
writ of error was taken and an appeal made to 
the Supreme Court, but the judgment below was 
affirmed. 

Applieations for pardon were made to the Board 
of Pardons, but were refused in the case of Ettin- 
rerand Johathan Moyer. The case of Erb has 
been held under advisement up te the present 
time. Ettinger died in jail in October, 1881, and 
Jonatban Moyer was hanced Mareh 24, 1882. In 
the Fall of 1881 Uriah Moyer was apprehended in 
Michigan, brought on and tried at the December 
sessions, 1881, and promptly convicted. The case 
was taken to the Supreme Court, as well as to the 
Board of Pardons, but without avail. The date ef 
execution was fixed for Feb. 28, but subsequently a 
week's respite was granted. 

According to the confessions of the accused the 
murder was committed by Uriah Moyer and Ettin- 
ger on Friday evening, Dec. 7. and not on the even- 
ing of the 8th,amd neither Jonathan Moyer nor 
Erb was present, and the burning was done on the 
evening of the 8th by the two Moyers and Ettin- 
ger. All the prisoners united in the assertion that 
Ero was not present on either occasion.

There is a general impression here that Jonathan - 


Moyer died innocent, and the lifeof Erb has thus 
far been spared on account of the doubt that has 
arisen of his guilt from the declarations of the con- 
demned men. The two Moyers were the only per- 
sons ever hanged in this county.

THREE PAPERS OF MUCH INTER- 
EST UNDER DISCUSSION. 

SANITARY CONDITION OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS, 
PRESUMPTIONS OF DEATH, AND THE 
VALUE OF EXPERT TESTIMONY. 

Aft a meeting of the Medico-Legal Society 
Jastevening in Mott Memortal Hall, ex-Surrogate 
Calvin presiding, Dr, O'Sullivan. made an interest- 
ing statement in regard to the condition of the 
public school buildinge. He said that several years 
ago he made a request to the President of the 
Board of Education that there should be 
medical supervision of the public schools. 
There was not much interest displayed by 
the board in the project and nothing eame 
of it. To-day the fire-escapes and air space in 
most of tke publie schools of the City are very in- 
adequate. Inthe Nineteenth Ward thousands of 
children roam tkrongh the streets because the 
sehoois cannot contain them. There are many 
scbools ia the City whose ground floors are badly 
lighted and wretched!y ventilated. In the district 
from Forty-seventh to Eighty-fourth street there 
are 30 rooms in upper stories of school buildings 
in which all the space is closely occupied. There 


are many defects of construction in the 
schools in the lower part of the City. 
The children are crowded there so that 
they can hardly move about. ‘‘Suppose,” said the 
Doctor, “‘there should be a panic to-morrow in 
such a building, and there are many such in the 
City, what weuld be the result? The Committee 
on Medical Supervision has called the attention of 
the public to these death-traps from from time to 
time, but it has never been able to bring about any 
action that would reform them. In 1878 a bill was 
introduced in the Legislature that came from this 
society, approved by the Presidents of medi- 
cal societies and by i hospital surgeons 
and other prominent gentlemen, and while 
it passed one house unanimously it never reached 
2 vote in the other. The matter dropped there. 
Under that bill a medfeal and sanitary inspeetor 
was to be appointed foreach school district, in- 
cluding the parochial schools. If we could have 
bad such inspection would not that shocking 
disaster in the fFourth-street school . have 
been averted? There{are other death-traps 
all through the City. Take the average 
Inspector of Buildings. He knows no more about 
the sanitary construction of school buildings than 
apy other citizen. A bill for euch sanitary inspec- 
tion would have been introduced at the present 
Legislature if a bill had not been introduced to 
ehange the present Board of Education. At an 
early day the Committee on Medical and Sanitary 
Inspection will present a report to the society in 
which this question will be considered.” : 

‘** Mysterious Disappearancesa and Presumptions 
of Death in Insurance Cases” was the paper of the 
evening, presented by William G. Davies. The 
essayist urged that the numper of disappearances 
of persons that could be calied mysterious was 
small. Sometimes, however, a man vanished 
without leaving any basis whatever for con- 
jecture as to the cause of his disappear- 
ance. Two cases were cited. One man left a 
friend's house to go home, a few blocks distant, 
who was never seen again. Another man went to 
Boston and was seen on the boat for the last time. 
These two men were bappy in all the relations 
of life, and although the Police of various 
cities had been engaged in the search their 
disappearance to-day was as mysterious as 
when they were last seen by their friends. 
There were certain circumstances from which 
death, especially after so jong an absence, could 
reasonably be inferred. For examnle, the presenco 
of a person, who was afterward missing, on board 
ofa ship which was never heard from again, ex- 
posure to peculiar perils, and the ignorance of the 
movements of a man on the part of the persons to 
whom he was warmly attached, and with whom 
he would be most likelyto communicate. A judi- 
cial authority says that the continuation of life 
may be presumed until the contrary is proved. 
If a man is absent seven years, and is 
not heerd from in all that time, he may be 
pe med to be dead. When a person is known to 

ave been on board a vessel which, after starting 
out, was not heard frem again, the date of the 
death mav be placed earlier. An absence of so 
many years is held by the law not necessarily to 
prove that a man is dead, but that a limit must be 
placed to such absences in order that the relations 
of the living may be fairly adjusted. Some years 
ago life policies were issued by insurance 
companies containing the provision that no 
presumption of death should arise from 
disappearance, uamless the policy should have 
been continued in force by the payment of premi- 
ums throughout the expectation of life of the per- 
son upon whose death the contraet matured ac- 
cording to the company’s tables of mortality reck- 
oning from the date of the policy. This is proba- 
bly the fairest rule for all coacerned, as it gives the 
company what it had the right to expect 
when it issued the policy, and requires the 
beneficiary to pay what he stkoujd have 
expected to pay. In the absence of any such pro- 
visien the question of death is one of fact, and the 
rule of presumption appears to be that if the inz- 
sured is exposed to any circumstances ef special 
peril such eircumstances conjointly with his 
absence will puny the jury ia finding the 
fact of death, but without such circum- 
stances the mere unexplained absénce will 
not sustain such a finding before the expira- 
tion of seven years. After that the burden of 
proof shifts, and it devolves upon the defendant 
company to prove that the Insured is still alive. 

In throwing open the question for general 
depate ex-Surrogate Calvin humorously asked 
whether a presumption of death could 
not arise in the case of a sailor who em- 
barked on one of the Government ships and 
was not beard from again. Gen. Palmer good- 
naturedly coincided in this view, and added that a 
sailor who did,embark ia one of these ships, it 
might be presumed, would never get back alive. 
Ex-Surrogate Calvin said the presumption of death 
in the case of a man who was missing at sea must 
be determined by the circumstances of the case. 
If he fell overboard he might be near 
a yessel that would pick him up, or 
he might be near a point of rescue. 
Ifa man leaves his family and his business and 
is not seen again it is one thing, and anether for 
a young map, for instauce, without family ties, to 
go to California and not be heard from in 20 years. 
In the latter case no presumption of death would 
arise. Atthis juncture the question was referred 
to the next meeting of the society for further dis- 
cussion. 

£x-Surrogate Calvin read a report as amemberof 
the committee appointed to consider Dr. Wight’s 
paper on “‘ Medico-Legal Experts.” He said that 
so long a8 human judgment was fallible so long 
weuld there be differences of opinion on the same 
facts. This was especially true in tbat most 
difficult line of investigation, mental disease, 
Judge Reafield says that the opinion of the inutility 
of medical experts on insanity arises from the fact 
of their testifying in court against each other with- 
out making clear to the common mind exactly why 
thoy disagree. These experts were beginning to be 
considered in the light of hired advocates. This 
conveyed an unjust imputation on medical ex- 
perts, but this manifestation of partisanship was 
true of allexperts, Ex-Surrogate Calvin said that 
at least a third of the decisions of the Court of 
Appeals were reversals of the decisions of the 
court below, which snould make judicial officers 
less vehemepvt in blaming medicai experts, Dr. 
Wight says experts should he prohibited from re- 
ceiving fees from litigants, and Judge Redfield also 
says that some means should be devised by which 
their motive to testify for one side only should be 
removed. Having committed themselves to one side 
experts are disqualified to act as a juror ia a case, 
They should be selected by the court without 
reference to the parties interested. As to 
the viea that their charges might become 
excessive, they could be fixed by statute. 
Ex-Surrognte Calvin said in conclusion that the 
recommendatious of Dr. Wizht were considered 
feasible by the committee under a suitable statute, 
the manner of the appointment of expertsto be 
left to a convention of the judges. The paper will 
be discusged at length atthe next meeting of the 
society.

CLEVELAND, March 7,—The annual meeting 


of the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indian- |

DELAWARE FRUIT MEN UNITING. 
Dover, March 7.—It has long been felt by 
those engaged in the fruit trade of Delaware that 
there was need of more organized effort to protect 
and advanee their interests, and, with this end in 
view, a large and enthusiastic meeting was held 
here on Monday evening. Among those present 


were fruit-growers, canners, evaporators, and oth- 
ers interested in the various branches of the busi- 
ness. The objects of the meeting were declared to 
be the fostering of fruit growing, curing, &c., and 
tne protection of these industries against un- 
just and unlawful exactions, the reforming 
of existing abuses, the diffusion of accurate in- 
formation, the settlement of differences between 
growers, manufacturers, dealers, and consumers, 
and the promotion among them of amore enlarged 
and friendly intercourse. It was decided to estab- 
lish a Fruit Exchange. This was unanimously 
acreed upon as a practicableand advisable seheme 
as regards uncured fruit. and it is expeeted and 
believed that buyers, sellers, producers, and con- 
sumers of canned and evaporated fruit will also 
find in the Exchange a want supplied. As a pre- 
liminary measure, a committee, consisting of 
Messrs. William Dean, J. G. Brown, and William P. 
Corsa, was appointed to secure an act of incorpora- 
tion of the proposed Exchange from the Legisla- 
ture, which is now in session. The committee is 
also to bring the matter to the attention of all who 
are in any way interested In the Delaware fruit 
trade. There is no doubt that an act of incor- 
poration will be cranted, and. after that has been 
obtained, a meeting will be held of all such as may 
express an interest in the organization or wish to 
identify themselves with it.

Commissioner Olliffe presided over the meet-

AN UNAVAILING ALIBL 
encigutbalvasiitine 
ONE OF THE CRIMINALS IN THE GREEN- 
WICH-8STREET ROBBERY CONVICTED. 

One of the perpetrators of the daring high- 
Way robbery in Greenwich-street on Feb 18, 
when the cash-box of Adolph Goldsmith, of No. 59 
Greenwich-street, was stolen from his messenger 
boy. was brought to trial in the Court of General 
Sessions yesterday. John Carmody and David 
Kidney were arrested for the robbery, and the 
former was brought tothe bar. Assistant District 
Attorney Fellows proved his connéction with the 
robbery by several witnesses. The defense was 
an alibi, one of the witnesses to which was Ellen 
Mead, a paper box maker, who swore that she 
was with Carmody in Chatham-street at the time 
of the robbery. Miss Mead admitted to Col. 
Fellows that she had been sentenced by 
Judge Cowing to five years’ imprisonment for 
throwing vitriol at a man, but had been pardoned 


4 the Governor. Carmody was promptly con- 
victed, and Col. Fellows informed the court that 
although the prisoner was only 24 years of age he 
was a notorious criminal and had already served 
seven years in State prison. He had only been 
released two months ago, and had since that time 
been tried for burglary in that court. but had 
escaped through lack of evidence. Carmody’s 
counsel was willing that sentence should be pro- 
nounced without delay, but the prisoner de- 
manded the two days allowed prisoners between 
conviction and sentence under the new Code.

VALUE OF A WIFH’S AFFECTIONS. 


MR. SCHNELL 8UES HIS UNCLE, FREDERICK 


BLOHM, FOR $50,000. 

A large crowd of men and women who de- 
light in listening to scandal asserhbled yesterday 
in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, to listen to the 
testimony in the suit of Edward Schnell against 
his uncle, Frederick Blohm, for $50,000 damages 
for alienating the affections of his wife. Tne case 
came up for trial before Judge Cullen and a jury. 
Mrs. Sebneli is a pretty woman of 28, with jet 
black hair, large, expressive black eyes, and prom- 


inent nose. The defendant is about 60 years old. 
The plaintiff. in his examination related the story 
of a trip to Europe made by him and his wife in 
1881. Four weeks after leaving this country they 
were followed by his uncle. He found them out, 
and during their stay in Europe he was very at- 
tentive to Mrs. Schnell. All three returned to- 
gether on the same steamer, and during the voyage 
uncie and niece became so intimate that Schnell 
told her he did not like to see them so much 
together. She replied that he was her uncle, 
and witness exclaimed that he did not care 
who he was, and forbid her to keep company with 
him. He spoke to Blohm and accused him of hav- 
ing entered his wife’s room. Blohm told him not 
te make any trouble, and that as soon as they ar- 
rived in America they would be strangers to each 
other just as though they were a thousand miles 
apart.

TEACHERS TOGET THEIR FULL SALARIES. 

At the meeting of the Board of Education 
yesterday a communication was received from the 
Trustees of the Seventeenth Ward stating that 
they have declined to re-lease Primary School No. 
6, at Nos. 15 and 17 Third-street, believing it to be 
unsafe, and that the children will be transferred 


on Monday, April 30,to Primary School No. 9, at 
No. 42 First-street, where the facilities are ample. 
A report from Inspecter of Buildings Esterbrook 
was received declaring that Primary School No. 6 
would be very dangerous in case of a fire in the 
theatre adjoining, and recommending the con- 
gtruction of a flight of stairs outside the building. 
In view of the law passed by the Legislature on 
Feb. 27 authorizing the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment to transfer, within 10 days, from un- 
expended balances to the Board of Education a 
sum sufficient to meet the deficiencies in the sala 
ries of teachers and for repairs, the Finance Com- 
mittee reported a deficiency in teachers’ salaries 
for 1883 of $109,846, and for repairs of $13,877, mak- 
ing a total deficiency of $123,723. The committee 
submitted a resolution calling on the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment to transfer this 
amount to the credit of the board,and another 
rescinding the resolution by which the salaries of 
the teachers were recently reduced 2 per cent., 
both of which were passed. The School Trustces 
of the Twelfth Ward were authorized to advertise 
for proposals for erecting a new grammar school 
at Pleasant-avenue and One Hundred and Nine- 
teenth-street;, and the Trustees of the Nineteenth 
Ward to advertise for proposals for erecting a new 
school building on the north-east corner of Eighty- 
fifth-street and First-avenue, plans and specifica- 
tions in eaeh case to be prepared by the Superin- 
tendent of School Buildings. and approved by the 
Committee on Buildings of the board and Trustees 


of the wards.

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BROOKLYN'S FEDERAL BUILDING. 
. 2 ° 
VARIOUS SITES OFFERED TO THE COMMIS- 
SIONERS YE&TERDAY. 

Messrs. George H. Andrews, Jackson S8. 
Schultz, and William Laimbeer, the Commission- 
ers appointed by Secretary Folger.to select a site 
for the proposed Federal building in Brooklyn, 
met yesterday afternoon in the Common Council 
Chamber in that city, to receive offers of 
sites and to hear any suggestions which 
might be offered with a view of guiding them 
to a proper selection. Among those present 
were Mayor Low, City Works Commissioner 
Ropes, John Truslow, President of the Board of 
Assessors: Health Commissioner Raymond, Judge 
McCue, ex-Assemblyman Burtis, John Winslow, 


Col. Rodney C. Ward, United States Commissioner 
Benedict, ex-City Works Commissioner John 
French, Assessor Lemuel Burroughs, Seymour L. 
Husted, and Demas Barnes. In calling the meet- 
ing to order Commissioner Andrews said it had 
been stated in tke newspapers that an additional 
$200,000 bad been y gp a by Congress for the 
purchase of the site. He wished to say that the 
commission had no official knowledge in relation 
to that matter. Without further introduction Mr. 
Andrews invited those who had sites to offeror 
suggestions to make to address the Chair. 
Mr. Horace E. Deming, late President of 
the Brooklyn Young Kepublican Club, said 
he appeared for Leonard Moody and hada 
three sites to offer. He thought there was 
hardly room for a differenceof opinion as to the 
locality which ought to be selected. If the intelli- 
gent voters were polled there would not be, prob- 
ably,a hundred in favor of selecting any other 
ase than the City Hall-square. All the public 

uildings were in that vicinity and it was also the 
commercial centre of the city. The principal 
lines of cars passed through it and it had other ad- 
vantages which especially adapted it for the site of 
the proposed building. Brooklyn had waited 15 
years fora Federal building, but it could bet- 
ter afford to wait a hundred years than 
that an improper site should be selected. 
In the speaker’s judgment it was nonsense 
to talk about getting such a site as would be 
necessary forany such sum as $200,000. The par- 
ties which he represented would be willing to sell 
their land fora reasonable sum, but the first duty 
of the commission was to select a proper site with- 
out reference to the price. A site once selected, 
the Government could take the land by right of 
eminent domain if an unreasonable price was de- 
manded. The first site Mr. Deming had to offer 
Was on the north-eastern end of the square, at the 
en of Washington-street and Myrtle-averue. 

textended back along Washington-street io the 
present Post Office Building and on Myrtle- 
avenue to Adams-street. The rear line of 
the property from Washington to Adams 
street took in all the vacant lots (these lots are 
owned by the county) at the back of the present 
Post Office building. This property could be pur- 
chased for about $500,000, and it was fortunate that 
at so Jate a day such an exceptionally good site for 
a public building could be secured. The second 
site Mr. Deming had tc offer was within a block of 
the first. It had a frontage of 235 feet on Johnson- 
street, 200 feet on Washington-street, and 200 feet 
on Adams-street. That site could be bought some- 
what cheaper, Mr. Deming said, but he did not 
mention a price. The third site was near the sec- 
ond, arid had fronts on Tillary, Washington, and 
Adams streets. The last named site could be pur- 
chased for $400,000. Mr. Deming thought, how- 
ever, that the site first mentioned by him was the 
ove of all others that shoula be selected. 

Mr. A, F. Carman, on behalf of the Trustees of 
the old Dutch church property, offered that prop- 
erty for $300,000. It adjoins the new Municipal 
Building, fronted on Joralemon-street, just back 
of the City Hall, and russ through to Livingston- 
street. ith a block on Court-street, running 
from Joralemon to Livingston street, the greater 
part of whch Mr. Carman. was authorized to sell 
at a reasonable sum, no better site could be 
selected in Brooklyn for a Federal building. it 
would give a frontage of 508 feet on Court-street 
and a depth of 171 feet, including the church site. 

Mr, William H. Grace said he had no site to offer, 
but he expected to submit one to the Commis- 
sioners dDefore they concluded their sittings. He 
suggested that a good site could be bad at the 
junction of Flatbush and Fulton avennes, and that 
the land could be had much cheaper than any that 
had so far been offered to the Government. N. 
Cooper & Son offered a site bounded by Fulton- 
street, Bond-street, Livingston-street, and Fulton- 
place. No price was named. Isaac C. Simonson 
offered a site having 205 feet on Fulton-street, 200 
on Jay-street, 229 on Pearl-street, and 104 on Wil- 
loughby-street. Sir. Simonson was not prepaned 
to name any price at present. 

Mr. Edward F. Patchen offered a site having 200 
feet on Atlantio-street, 180 on Court-street, and 200 
on Pacific-street, for $250,000. A site having a 
frontage of 260 feet on Pearl-street and 150 feet on 
Johnson-street was offered by Mr. Nicholas Daly, 
but no price was stated. Mr. Truslow urged on 
the commission the importance of. selecting some 
such site as that first described by Mr. Demiug. 
Mr. Truslew had no interest in the matter except 
asa citizen. There was room forachoice as to 
which particular biock might be selected, but it 
was beyord all things necessary to secure a central 
position. It would be a false eeonomy to overlook 
a@ proper location because of the price that 
might be demanded for the property. He thought 
the commission ought to make its selection of a 
site first, and then negotiate as to the price. United 
States Commissioner Benedict madea short speech 
ina similarstrain. It wes suggested by a gentle- 
man present that the re should give his views 
on the subject, and Mr. Andrews said they hoped 
to ~ from the Mayor, but Mr. Low did not 
speak. 

The commission will meet again at the same time 
and place this afternoon to receive further offers 
of sites and to hear any further suggestions that 
may be presented. 
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SOUTH AMERICAN NEWS. 


CASE OF THE SHIP MARY C. COMERY—RE- 
DUCING FREIGHTS IN CENTRAL AMERICA, 


PaNnaMA, Feb. 24.—Congress has formally 
opened, and commences its sessions in harmony 
with the executive, which consequently will find 
easy the task of rearranging the financial system 
upon which the future progress of the country de- 
pends. Of iate both national and State expenses 
have grown outof all proportion, although some 
of them incurred for public works will become re- 


productive. 

Cable news from Bogota tothe 17th announces 
that politics in the interior are quiet. At the ses- 
sion on Feb. 7, Congress elected Sefiors José Euse- 


bio Otalora. Daniel Aldana, and Ezequiel Hurtado, 
as suceessors to the Presidency in the event of a 
vacancy in the order here given. 

Gen. Feote, United Statea Consul at Valparaiso, 
is at present in Aspiuwail, having been sent out by 
the department from Washington te inquire into 
the circumstances attendarton the detention of 
the American ship Mary C. Comery, at Aspinwall. 
The case is enveloped in mystery, butitis generally 
believed that the port authorities exceeded their 
om when they took charge of the vessel. 

The United States flag-ship Tennessee, Admiral 
George H. Cooper, Is stiliin Aspinwall. She will 
sail thence for New-Orleans about March 2. 

Permiesion bas been obtained from the general 
Government of Colombia for the establishment of 
observatories in Panama and Buenaventura by 
United StatesNaval officers, for tae purpose of ob- 
taining correct meridians. 

Capt. John M. Dow, General Agent of the Pacific 
Mail Company in the Spanish American Republics, 
has just returned from a tour through Central 
America, where he bas been reducing rates of 
freight right and left in order to prevent the coffee 
crop from being carried off by new lines which are 
appearing on the field. Three German steamers 
are already chartered to visit Guatemalan and Sal- 
vadorian ports, and will carry coffee without Sreak- 
ing bulk through the Straits of Magelian to Europe 
at £5 per ton. 

The fifty-thousand-dollar robbery, followed as 
it bas been by the prolonged incarceration 
ef seven American citizens, is still unex- 
plained. There is absolutely no evidence 
against them. Their lawyer, one of the 
most distinguished in the town, sc admits, and the 
prosecution seems to be of the same opinion. But 
there they remain, while the guilty have not been 
arrested. A lawyer has been sent from the United 
States to waich the proceedings, aud with him one 
or two detectives. 

News from Central America is lively as regards 
railroad matters. Toe Champerico Road is getting 
along well, and Gen. Butterfield Is preparing to 
push on the Escumtla Extension to Guatemala 
City at the same time as the through line from San 
Saivador te La Union. 

In Equador Veintemilla remains inclosed in 
Guayaquil. Alfaro has 1,600 men in Esmiraldas, 
with which he is about, to attack the Dictator. 
Several steamers have been captured by the 
revolationists, whose cause is making much prog- 
ress. The Dictator’s steamer Huacho was in 
Manta at last accounts, and was about to ship the 
few troops which remained and carry them 
to Guayaquil. The Manta people were 
afraid the town would be sacked and 
many were hiding their more vaiuable 

roperty and preparing for the worst. 

This same Huacho hed taken the srils, charts, 
chronometers, compasses, &c., [from the English 
ship Mysterious Star when at anchor seven miles 
off San Lorenzo, and her Captain has come here to 
seck the assistance of an English man-of-war. 
There is no vessel here at present, se cabies have 
been sent to Callao, and should there be no Eng- 
lish ship there, itis more than probable some ves- 
sel of auother nationality will proceed to the spot, 
as the actisaclearcase of piracy. What makes 
the matter worse jx that the greater part of the 
crew were down with the coast fever et the time,

SEARCHING REAL ES{LATE TITLES. 


A NEW COMPANY WHICH MAY CUT DOWN 
THE REGISTER’® FEES. 

For several days several men have been at 
work in the Register's office searching the records 
of mortgages and deeds and taking notes there- 
from. They appeared as soon as the office was 
open in the morning, each carrying under his arm 
acigar-box in which he kept his notes, and re- 
mained until the office closed at night. The party 
ranged in numbers from four to fifteen. When 
questioned by the Register’s clerks, they said that 
they were agents of the New-York’ Title Com- 
pany, limited. The New-York Title Company 
filed articles of incorporation with the Secretary 
of State Jan. 29, 1888, and with the County Clerk 
Feb, 17. The iricerporators are Oliver H. Palmer, 
Julien T. Davies, George W. Van Siclen, George F. 
Demarest, and Roger Foster. Allare lawyers of 


this City. The purpose af the company, as set 
forth in the articles of incorporation, is ‘‘to supply 
information relative to titles to real estate 
inthe State of New-York and elsewhere.” The 
capital stock is $150,000, divided into 1,500 shares 
of $100 each. The officers of the eompany are: 
President—Oliver H. Palmer; Vice-President—Ju- 
lien T. Davies; Secretary—George W. Van Siclen; 
Treasurer—Roger Foster. The office is in room 
No. 77, in the Morse Building. A Trmes reporter 
called on Mr. Van Siclen last evening and asked 
him to explain more fully the purposes of the com- 
pany. He at first refused to say anything about 
the company, but was finally inauced to give the 
following: 

‘*The books in the Register’s office,” said Mr. 
Van Siclen, ‘have accumulated so rapidly that it 
has become a physical impossibility to examine 
titles to property in this City, within a reasonable 
time. There are over 3,300 large volumes of deeds 
and mortgages, nine-tenths of the contents of 
which is mere repetition... The intention of the 
New-York Title Company is to abstract and digest 
the remajning one-tenti, arranging it so that the 
condition of atitle can be ascertained almost as 
promptly as thename ef a man can be found in 
the New-York City Directory. The methods of 
the company have been successfully applied in 
Philadelpbia, Boston, and Baltimore. The Phila- 
delphia company has been in business six years, 
and furnishes searchers to ai! the lawyers in the 
city. The stock is valued at 310. The work of 
the New-York company is verified several times, 
and the chances of mistake are elmost nothing. 
Searches against a piece of property once made 
are kept at the office of the company. Copies can 
be furnished to Jawyers and, conveyancers for a 
very small sum. thus effecting a very great saving 
in the expense of searches to every man who 
buys a house or borrows on a mortgage. We aid 
not careto bring our business before the publie 
just yet, but the Register has very foolishly tried 
to prevent our agents from ‘searching the records 
by ordering his clerks to take possession of the 
tables in his office. Our cierks have the right. in 
common with any citizens, to examine the books 
and make these abstracts. For the Register to 
oppose it will be to oppose a_ great pub- 
lic benefit so that he can make his fees 
Over and over again. He now receives 
for his private use from $100,000 to $200,000 
a year from buyers of and borrowers on City real 
estate. His office should be asalariea one anda 
large amount of useiess expenditures saved. The 
Philadelphia company has reduced the Register’s 
fees 88 per cent.”” Kkeferring to Mr. Dwight H. 
Olmstead’s plan for simplifying the transfer of real 
estate by requiring the Register to make the 
searches, Mr. Van Siclen said he considered it im- 
practicable in this City. There were too many 
complieations here. It would do for a new country 
like New-Zealand or for a new State like Nebraska. 
But the accrued rights now existing, many 
of them unknown, of infants, lunatics, and 
married women in many pieces of New-York 
City property eould net be taken away by any gen: 
eral law which the Legislature cou'd constitution- 
ally pass. ‘ Doubtless,"’ said Mr. Van Siclen, * im- 
provements can he made,as Mr. Olmstead sug- 
gests, in shortening deeds and lessening the num- 
ber of liens on real estate. But public officers can- 
not be relied onto de the work he proposes they 
sballdo, if men of probity and skill like Mr. Olm- 
stead himself, for instance, coula be employed to 
do the work it would be a great public benefit. If 
Ithought his scheme practicable I would gladiy 
support it. The plan of the company now at work 
in the Register’s office affords practical relief 
to all owuers of and dealers in real estate 
in thig City. Ex-Judge Palmer is at the head of 
the Law Department of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company. Mr. Davies isa member of an eminent 
law firm, counsel for John Roach and for various 
savings banks,&c. We aredoing a legitimate busi- 
ness founded on tke real estate of this City. Proba- 
bly $400,000 is paid in this City annually for 
searches. Three-fourths of this is thrown away. 
If we cut down the amount thus wasted we are 
entitled to make a little, at least the interest on 
our labor.” 

Register Docharty said yesterday afternoon that 
as he understood the intention of the New-York 
Titie Company it amounts toa desire to pat real 
estate on par with stock. It would facilitate 
fraud. It real estate transfers could be made by 
simply exchanging certificates the most attractive 
feature of real estate as an investment, its stabil- 
ity, would be gone. If the company succeeded in 
its scheme it would virtually destroy the business 
of every lawyer in the City. He had treated the 
company’s agents with courtesy.

THE DUTCH GOVERNOR'S APOLOGY

AN EXPLANATION OF THE FIRING AT THE 
STEAM-SHIP VALENCIA. 

The stearn-ship Caracas, of the Red Letter D 
Line, arrived yesterday from Curacoa. Capt. Hop- 
kins reported at the office of the owners, Messrs. 
Daillett, Boulton & Co., of No. 135 Pearl-street, that 
the authorities at Curacoa had apologized for the 
firing at the steam-ship Valencia as she was 
leaving that port on Feb. 12. They stated that 
the supposed insult was entirely due to mistakes 
onthe part of two subordinate officers of the 
Dutch Government. When a vessel is about to 
leave Curacoa the master goes to the Custom- 


house, and when he has complied with all the reg- 
ulations required by law, he is given a fcrt pass. 
He then returns to his vessel, and when she is 
ready to leave he gives the fort pass to the Police 
officer who has been on auty on board the 
vessel during her sta2y in port. That officer is ex- 
pected to take the pass to the commander of 
the fort. In case no pass is brought the latter 
officer concludes that the vessel has not complied 
with the Custom-house regulations, and he fires a 
blank shot across her bows as an order to her tostop. 
In the case of the Valencia the Police officer. start- 
ed with the passin the direction of the fort, but 
owing to some cause cr other he failed to reach 
the fortin time. The commander,in the absence 
of the pass. ordered a blank charge to be fired 
across the steam-ship’s bows. Cne of the 
subordinate officers took it upon kimself 
to load with a solid shot the can: 
non which was fired. After the steamer 
had got under way it was learned that the pass 
had been duly issued. The Police officer who had 
failed to deliver it was punished for his neglect of 
duty, and the officer who was responsible for the 
loading of the shot which came near striking the 
Valencia was reprimanded. The Dutch Governor 
at Curagoa made profuse{apologies to the Ameri- 
can Consul! and also to the representatives of Dal- 
lett, Boulton & Co. Mr. Barnes, the American 
Consu! at Curacoa, has forwarded an explanation 
of the matter to the State Department at Wash- 


ington. 
THE TWO MURDERERS., 

Although McGloin and Majone will be 
hanged to-morrow, they were yesterday cool and 
eollected.

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS. 
THE SEARCH FOR LIEUT, CHIPP. 
LIEUT. HARBER REPORTS THAT NO TRACE OF 
HIM CAN BE FOUND. 

WaSHINGTON, March 7%.—Under' date of 
Takutsk, Siberia, Dec. 8, Lieut. Harber gives a de 
tailed report of the operations of his party in their 
search for the missing people of the Jeannette, At 
midnight, June 23 and 24, they left Iakutsk for the 
Lena delta, arriving at Bulun July 3, They took in 
the stores left by Engineer Melville and fitted out 
four parties with native boats. Then follow the 
chief incidents of the search of the different par- 
ties from day to day, the difficulties experienced 
from shoal water, and the impossibility ef proour- 
ing native guides. They were frequently eompelled 
to wade and drag the boats for miles. On the 
morning of Aug. 21 they reached Matvai, visited 
the tomb of Lieut.-Commander De Long and his 
companions, and put four — bolts through the 
standard and arms of the cross in accordance with 
the request of Engineer Melville. Thence the 
search was continued to the northward, and on the 
3ist they reached the spot where Lieut.-Com- 
mander De Long and party were found. A search 
was made to sce if —— remained hidden 
under the suow, but nothing of consequence was 
found. Returning, the party reached Bulun on 
Sept. 16. Here the Jeannette party was placed in 
charge of Ensign Hunt. The search was con- 
tinued by Lieut. Harber and Mr. Schultz on 
sledges, Lieut. Harber then gives an account of 
the points visited and the distances traveled, and 
notes their return to Bulun on Noy. 6, and adds: 
“Tregret to state that no trace of Chipp or his 
party or his boat has been seen by us or any of the 
natives. Itis probable that I communicated with 
every native of the delta and with those who were 
near the coast.” The remainder of the report re- 
lates to the arrangements for the removal of the 
bedies of Lieut.-Commander De Long and party, 
and contains no information not anticipated by 
telegraph. Accompanying the report is a chart 
showing the routes taken in the search.

The presentation ad- 
dress was made by Mr. Shoberf. acting-Secretary of 
the Senate, in the presence of the donors, and was 
responded to by Mr. Davis in terms of grateful ap- 
preciation. 

Assistant Secretary Joslyn, of the Interior 


Department was informed by telegrapk this after- 
noon that about 200 settlers recently invaded that 
part of the Sioux Indian reservation which lies east 
of the Missouri River and put up shanties there, 
and that thousands of other settlers are preparing 
to follow.

Prof. Gregory and Judge Thoman are now 
here, and Mr. Eaton is expected bere to-migbt or 
to-morrow morning. The Chief Examfner will be 
appointed by the President as soon as the commis- 
siow has agreed upon the person. 

The Malagassy Ambassadors and the mem- 
bers of their party were formally presented to the 
President this afternoon by the Secretary of State.

The Five Cent Fare bill was passed 
Dy a nearly ‘unanimous voie of the As- 
sembly. The question of passing the 
bill notwithstanding the veto of the Gov- 
prnor was last night decided in the nega- 
tive by a vote of 66 to 58. The 
Governor’s arguments, though not differing 
from those presented by the attorneys for 
elevated railroads, have therefore made 
numerous converts in the Assembly, and 
the principles which he lays down 
for the guidance of the Legislature in 
flealing with the chartered rights of raib 
road companies may be considered as 
formally adopted. It must not be 
concluded, however, that the struggle 
for the ‘rights of the people is 
over. It is, in fact, but really begun, and 
‘we shall be greatly surprised if the charter 
pf‘the bogus Manhattan corporation is fated 
to enjoy a life much longer than that of the 
present Legislative session. 


Among the many obscurities of the Rev- 
enue bill is that relating to the date on 
which the remission of bank taxes takes 
effect. As these taxes are assessed and paid 
semi-annually, it is held that there have 
been none “due and payable’ since 
Nov. 30, and that, therefore, none. can 
be collected for the three months ending 
with March 8. This slight! ambiguity in- 
volves at least half a million of dollars, and 
is another‘illustration of how’ costly Con- 
¢ressional incapacity may be. “ Another ex- 
ample of slovenliness is furnished in 
the failure to provide an appropria- 
tion for the payment of the re- 
bate “claims 4 of several millions ‘ of 
dollars which’ will be preferred un- 
der the’ provisions of the new law by 
tobacco dealers and manufacturers. The 
latest estimate that the act will involve a 
reduction of ,$9,000,000 on the revenue of 

, the current’ fiscal year may or may 
not be a correct one, ‘but must 
be modified so’ far as its application to the 
year’s surplus is concerned by the probable 
Increase of Customs receipts due to large 
imports of goods on which the rates will be 
edvanced on July 1. 


The Annual Supply bill has been quite 
geasonably reported in the Assembly and is 
made the special order for Wednesday next. 
It is framed somewhat after the moderate 
standard which has been impressed upon 
the attention. of the Legislature by Gov. 
CoRNELL’s free exercise of the veto power, 
but will still call for careful scrutiny. The 
annual effort to get the fifty-thousand-dollar 
item for the Catholic Protectory inserted 
failed in the coramittee, but will doubtless 
be renewed in the Assembly. An old 
acquaintance appears in the unobtrusive 
item of $806 for the entertainment of Mas- 
sachusetts legislators last year, which Gov. 
CorNELL quietly punctured. That historic 
entertainment was one which the State 
should never be permitted to pay for. The 
bill is comparatively lean now, but in its 
progress through the two houses it js liable 

‘o be freely stuffed with hits of jobbery.

fhe bill providing for an adjudication of 
claims against the State, which isdestined 
to become a law, is that introduced by 
Senator Trrvus for the abolition of the office 
of Canal Appraiser and the State Board of 
Audit and the establishment of a Board of 
Claims.

ing potter as a member of the House of the 
Representatives, the home makers of pottery 
are entirely satisfied with the provisions of 
the new tariff. The dissatisfaction of im-, 
porters is based chiefly on the absurdity of 
the classification which, in the words of one 
of their most intelligent representatives, 

makes the duty on ‘‘ the cheapest toy plate on 
which a child learns its alphabet the same 
as that on the rich hand-painted plaque 

that costs as much apiece as the toy plates 
cost per package.’’ This gentleman shares 
Prof. SuMNER’s views to the extent of be- 

lieving that the Government could better af- 

ford to put on pension all of the 9,500 hands 
receiving each an average of $350 a year for 
making pottery than to increase the tariff 
as it hasdone. But, as another importer of 
amore easy-going turn of mind remarked, 

‘“‘of what use would the protective 

tariff be to the American potters if they did 

not advance their prices, * * * and of 
course the people at large will have to foot 
the bill.”’ There is but little difference of 
opinion about the absurdity of the pretense 
that Trenton potters have been earning only 

3.per cent. on their capital. It is asserted 

that 30 to 40 per cent. profit have, in some 

cases at least, been made. 

The French already speak of us as a 
nation without general ideas or good coffee. 
The potentates of Europe, Asia, and Africa 
will conclude that we are likewise destitute 
of good sense and good taste when they re- 
ceive their copies of that inexcusable 
work, ‘‘The Public Service of the State 
of New-York,” for the purchase of 
which the Legislature has appropri- 
ated $9,000 of the public money. 
Has his Congo Highness, King Maxoxo, in- 
quired anxiously for this ponderous piece of 
folly? Is it within the knowledge of our 
legislators that the young Nizam of Haidera- 
bad refuses to mount the throne until he re- 
ceives it? Have they no pity for the already 
worn-out and distracted Kings of Europe that 
they thus violate the comity of nations by lay- 
ing this literary monstrosity at their feet? It is 
a sufficient humiliation to the proud Empire 
State to have produced such a work; and 
the proposal to devote any more public 
money to its dissemination might with 
justice be criticised with some severity. But 
there is an inconceivable shamelessness in 
this scheme to flatnt the thing in the eyes 
of the world which almost makes ‘one re- 
gret that Jonn GUTENBERG ever lived. 


Itis not likely that any law to. provide 
for the sanctity: of the Christian Sabbath 
would satisfy those who clamor against 
“blue laws’? on every possible occasion; 
but the bill reported from the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee yesterday is certainly mod- 
erate and free from radical objections. 
Briefly, all labor which is a serious interrup- 
tion of the repose or religious observances 
of the community is prohibited. Sundry 
public games, sports, and amusements, 
parades, processions, and mechanical and 
commercial employments are also for- 
bidden to be engaged in on the first 
day of the week, due exception being 
allowed for works of necessity and mercy, 
and for the benefit of those who ‘‘ keep an- 
other day of the week as holy time.’”’ The 
difficulties which incymbered an intelligent 
enforcement of the Sunday law, as found in 
the Penal Code, arose from the obscurity of 
the provisions of the statute. The result 
was confusion. # The Police Magistrates be- 
fore whom alleged offenders were brought 
widely differed from each other in their con- . 
struction of the law; and, now that the first 
flurry has passed,‘ people are disposed to 
think lightly of the statute and of those who 
hoped to see it enforced. 


THE STAR ROUTE DEFENSE. 


Testimony for the defense in the star 
route case was begun yesterday with a some- 
what disastrous effect upon the first witness, 
the Hon. J. B. Beirorp, of Colorado, who 
was fined $100 for contempt of court in 
insisting upon making a statement which 
he had been forbidden to make. Mr. BrEt- 
FoRD’s honor is fortunately not in- 
volved ‘in the case, and the country 
was not greatly concerned about the alleged 
check. But the course of the defense 
was distinctly indicated in his examination. 
Although it was ruled on the former trial 
that the policy of the Post Office Depart- 
ment had nothing to do with the case, an 
effort is to be made to have it appear that 
Brapy’s liberality in ordering increase and 
expedition of the mail service on the star 
routes generally was in pursuance of a 
theory that the Government should aid in 
the development of the mew country in the 
far West by means of postal facilities. 

It is plain enough to the eye of common 
sense that whether the Government acted 
upon any such theory or not has nothing to 
do with the specific allegations of fraud and 
conspiracy in this case. Mr. Brapy may 
have regarded it as a matter of sound policy 
to respond in a liberal spirit to the genuine 
demands of the people .on the front- 
ier for increased mail facilities as 
their’ newly planted communities devel- 
oped. In this he may or may not 
have been right. But if such a policy ex- 
isted it is manifest how easily it could be 
made a cover for extravagance and fraud in 
the hands of a dishonest man. If the avowed 
policy of the Government had been one of 
economy and prudence it would hardly have 
been possible to favor a clique of contrac- 
tors as was done in the cuse of the Dor- 
sey combination. It would have at- 
tracted general attention and _ excited 
the hostility of rival contractors. 
But under a free and easy policy of liberal- 


ity it was casv for the Second Assistant Post- 
dey 


-master-General to distribute his favors with 
& partial hand and to make the policy a pre- 
text for any extravagance or corruption in 
which he was disposed to indulge. The 
policy would also afford encouragement 
to a man like Dorsey for the scheme 
which he devised. There is no rea- 
son to doubt that there were many 
genuine petitions for increased mail facili- 
ties, and that they were backed by the in- 
fluence of prominent men in the frontier 
States and Territories. Itis but natural to 
suppose that members of Congress busied 
themselves in efforts to secure these facili- 
ties. Itis the kind of thing they are con- 
stantly engaged in without taking much 
trouble to inquire into the merits of the ap- 
plications. 


But while these applications were con- 
stantly coming in and Representatives and 
Delegates were busy trying to accommodate 
their importunate constituents this fact 
would not prevent a gang of conspirators 
from getting up a combination, for the con- 
trol of a large number of routes for the pur- 
pose of making them profitable by in- 
crease and expedition beyond all ne- 
cessity or excuse. It would not pre- 
vent the Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General from having an understanding with 
them to favor their designs, grant their 
applications, however supported, and share 
in the profits. The existence of the policy 
might be fully proved, or admitted without 
proof, and it would not do away with: the 
evidence of conspiracy, of fictitious petitions 
and corrupt payments, of which so much 
has been accumulated. 


The defense must be in a desperate case 
when it relies on such evidence as was given 
by Mr. Betrorp and Mr. TxiiEr. There 
isa mountain of allegation against them, 
supported by much specific testimony, and 
they do not venture to touch it, but distract 
attention to the surrounding plain. Let it 
be supposed that these charges, from what- 
ever motive, had been laid against honest 
men. Is it conceivable that these 
men, having the right, would fail 
to take the witness stand and 
testify in their own behalf? It is possible 
that they may do so yet, but they have been 
through the chances of one trial and the 
principal defendants did not venture upon 
the course which would \have been natural 
if not inevitable to innocent men. The case 
is made out against them now far more 
strongly than it was last year, and they ap- 
pear to be going the same way to work to 
meet it. They have done everything but 
face the charges like men who had faith in 
their ability to clear themselves. They have 
resorted to every possible device to restrict 
the inquiry and keep evidence out. They 
have striven to influence public opinion and 
divert the jury from the facts, but they have 
not offered to submit to personal examina- 
tion on the witness stand. 


There isan apparent change in the atti- 
tude of the public mind toward this trial. 
There has been much less interest in it than 
there was in the former trial, and there is 
almost an entire absence of feeling in re- 
gard to it. Dorsry and Brapy are no long- 
er regarded as public’ characters, » with 
power and influence, and if the jury is kept 
‘from direct corruption there is on this ac- 
count a better chance for a calm and ra- 
tional consideration of the case and a sensi- 
ble verdict. Unless the defense has some 
real evidence to offer which shall dissipate 
the great mass of facts that seem to prove 
their guilt—and of this they give no indica- 
tion yet—the chance is far better than it was 
last September for a satisfaction of the de- 
mands of justice. 


THE NEXT REFORM. 


The Republicans in the Legislature should 
do all that can be done to compel the ma- 
jority in that body to meet fairly and direct- 
ly the question of a reform of the public ser- 
vi e in the cities of this State and under the 
State Government. . The public evasion of a 
commission of inquiry should not be al- 
lowed to pass without challenge. Its cow- 
‘ardice, its bad faith, and the utter absence 
of any need for it should be plainly dem- 
onstrated. The facts are obvious enough. 
The Assembly has just passed a law 
forbidding 4 assessments of employes 
for political purposes, and this bill, being 
favorably ;reported by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Senate, may be considered in 
a fair way to become a law. » It has received 
the approval of the House in a manner 
which admits of no qualification. Yet this 
bill only touches an incidental evil of: the 
spoils system. It only cuts off some of ‘the 
bad effects of . that system. » It is directed to 
the ‘protection of employes, to the preven- 
tion of the perversion of the public funds, 
and to checking the corruption of the elect- 
ive franchise. But the levying of political 
assessments is but a part of a vast scheme of 
corruption, based on the prostitution of pub- 
lic positions to political purposes. The 
same reasons which require the prohibition 
of assessments require the abolition of the 
whole system, and with ten-fold more force. 

It has always been clear to those who have 
carefully studied the subject that ir appoint- 
ments for political motives could be done 
away with political assessments would cease. 
The branch would die if the evil root were 
cut up.. If a public employe understands 
that he got his place by his own merits, that 
he does not owe it to the backing of poli- 
ticians or the favor of his superiors, and 
that if he be removed his successor must be 
appointed in the same way that he was ap- 
pointed, he will pay small attention to the 
demands of politicians. He will be as inde- 
pendent of them as an employe of a private 
firm, and, like the latter, he will give or re- 
fuse his money for political purposes to suit 
his own ideas of duty, propriety, and con- 
venience. ‘There will be no need of sur- 
rounding him with penal enactments or for- 
bidding the political tax gatherers to ap- 
proach him, or punishing him for giving 
money where he does not wish to give it. 
He will not have surrendered his manhood 
on assuming public employment, and he 
will be abundantly able to take care of his 
own pocket-book. 

There is no sense and no consistency in 
passing a bili to prevent a certain effect and 
refusing to pass one which goes to the cause 
of that effect and removes it, making the ef- 
fect impossible. If the Legislature believe 
political assessments to be a mischievous 


result of thespoils system, there can be no | 


good reason for dodging the demand to abol- 
ish the spoils system. which produces many 
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other and more injurious results than this. 
The Republicans are particularly interested 
in holding the Legislature to a direct respon- 
sibility in the matter of a reform of the Mu- 
nicipal civil service. In this City that isthe 
basis of all reform, and the reform of the 
City Government of New-York is an object 
to which the Republican Party is peculiarly 
and necessarily devoted. It is their only 
hope of substantial power in the State. In 
patronage .on a large scale, and used with 
all the energy, the unscrupulousness, and the 
skill of trained managers, the Democratic 
Party has its most important resource. If 
that resource cannot be cut off, if the 
Democrats cannot be reduced to their 
legitimate strength here, their vote in New- 
York will be always a standing menace to 
Republican success in the State. And it 
will also be a constant menace to the vitality 
of the Republican organization, for nothing 
has been productive of so much weakness 
in that organization as the repeated ‘‘ deals’ 
which its managers have been tempted and 
enabled to make ‘with reference to the 
patronage of this City. * It is not too much 
to say that the future of the Republican 
Party in the State largely depends on the 
substantial abolition of this patronage. 
There is always an immense difficulty in the 
way of a vigorous, healthy, honest Repub- 
lican Party—a party whose action ‘shall 
fairly reflect the purposes and . convictions 
of its members, and which shall be an effi- 
cient instrument for good’ government so 
long as the patronage of this and other cities 
continues to be an object of political con- 
tention. Whether it be used wholly by the 
Democrats or whether it be , divided, it is 
demoralizing and mischievous. 

The Republican Party in Congress has 
fairly met this issue. With the aid of some 
of the better Democrats there it has estab- 
lished the principle of the divorce of poli- 
tics from the civil service, and the work 
thus begun will surely’ go on. It is 
in the strictest harmony .with the spirit of 
the Republican Party. , It is at once a tri- 
umph of that conscientious independence 
which has risen in revolt against ‘‘ bossism’’ 
in every part of the Union and a guarantee 
of its still greater successes. The next field 
for the contest is in the State and City of 
New-York, and the Republicans in the Le- 
gislature will do wisely to make the issue 
with the greatest possible precision. 





FLAIS AND FIRES. 

The burning of the Cambridge Flats, 
with its attendant loss of life, is a blow di- 
rected at aclass of buildmgs popular and 
almost necessary in this City. The archi- 
tectural beauty of many of these structures, 
their central situation, their aptness of ar- 
rangement to meet the requirements of do- 
mestic life, together with the benefit of 
trained service which they offer, are among 
the advantages which make them a tempta- 
tion to many families glad to escape from 
the bustle of hotels or the annoyances fre- 
quently experienced in a rented house. It 
isnot to be wondered at, therefore, that they 
are extensively occupied even by persons 
of wealth—so much s0, indeed, that their 
proprietors are enabled to charge rents which 
make-economy in their use out of the ques- 
tion. The extreme height of these buildings, 
a necessary feature in their construction, is 
a drawback to which this recent incident 
calls special attention. . For convenience the 
upper apartments are, thanks to the elevator, 
almost on a par with the lower, and their re- 
duced expense to the tenant makes them 
sought after.- At the thought of fire, how- 
ever, this equality vanishes, and the fact 
that he is 120 feet above ground is by no 
means reassuring to one contemplating his 
chances of escape in case of that catastrophe 
occurring. The corridor and winding stair- 
ways, would, he knows, be so full of suf- 
focating smoke as to be impassable; the 
roofs of the adjoining buildings are practi- 
cally as fatally far below as the sidewalk, 
and the idea of a mad midnight scramble 
down narrow iron ladders outside the dizzy 
steep is not one to be entertained with com- 
fort by other than professional gymnasts. 

* Allaying this nervous apprehension, how- 

ever, is the assurance by the owners of 

many flats that their property is fire-proof. 

‘‘Fire-proof” is a word possessing won-- 
derful elasticity. A building may be fire- 

proof in its walls, ceilings, . and _ stair- 

cases, and, until finished for dwelling pur- 

poses, be perfectly free from danger of fire, 

and yet, after being fitted with doors, wain- 

scoting, flooring, and furniture, be inflam- 

mable to a degree sufficient to render it un- 

safe. Smoke is usually the fatal agent in. 
these accidents, and long before the actual 
flames reach the victims they’ are dead. 
Inflammable material cannot therefore be 
used ai all in the construction or garnishing 
of a building without robbing it of its fire- 

proof qualities, at least so far as tenants 
are concerned. It seems clear that the fire 

in the Cambridge originated from a defect- 

ive flue, and first broke out in the basement, 

near the elevator shaft. Through this wood- 

lined and well-oiled conduit they rapidly 

mounted to the roof, pouring volumes of 
smoke through the grated doors at each 
landing and making every corridor through- 

out the building impracticable forexit. The 
upper story, being the main object of attack 
by the upward torrent of heat, was soon 
entirely ignited. 

This, it may be observed, is the usual 
course of a fire in a tenement, hotel, or flat. 
Given a fire in the basement, whether by 
kerosene, a broken flue, or other carelessness 
of architect or domestic, and the elevator 
shaft soon determines the fate of the upper 
stories, though every floor in the building 
be as ‘‘ fire-proof’’ as brick and plaster can 
make it. Itis the same story over and over 
again. Elevators are provided with checks, 
governors, air-cushions, wedge-stops, and 
what not to insure safety to their passengers, 
yet are lined with wood and furnished with 
grated doors even in the best and most 

‘* fire-proof’’ of buildings. The annals wiil 
show that for one life lost through the 
breaking of a cable a dozen perish from 
smoke or flame conducted by these inflam- 
mable shafts to flocrs far removed from the 
original seat of the fire, and many a build- 
ing now destroyed might have been saved 
had no elevator existed. 

The lesson of this is obvious. Elevators 
are a necessity, but wooden shafts are not. 
Nothing but iron or brick should be allowed | 
in the construction of the well through 
which an clevator runs. The walls should 
be solid as those of a chimney, and verttilated 
at the top. and should have fire-proof. solid 


doors at each landing, which would neither 
admit nor allow smoke to escape. Built in 
this fashion, the elevator would be but a 
trifle more expensive than at present, while 
as a source of danger it would sink to insig- 
nificance. Flues will sometimes prove de- 
fective, lamps will overturn, and care- 
lessness will bring about fires in spite 
of architecture or regulation, but with 
no means of* communication except 
through brick walls a fire could gain very 
little headway in a building as thickly 
tenanted as are most flats before an alarm 
would be squnded and assistance could ar- 
rive. With an elevator constructed in this 
manner, a building possessed of solid walls, 
iron and mortar ceilings, and metal or stone 
staircases, could reasonably be termed “‘ fire- 
proof,” but with the present inflammable 
shaft running from cellar to roof, and fur- 
nished with ready openings to admit and ex- 
hale flame, the finest building is reduced to 
the level of a trap and the claim to safety 
is worthless. 





THE 1RUE MISSING LINK. 


The search for the missing link between 
man and thie ape has hitherto been entirely 
unsuccessful, but it now appears that this 
want of success has been due to a mistaken 
method of search. We have tried to find an 
ape, living or dead, with two hands instead 
of four, or with legs on which he could 
stand or run without the assistance of a 
stick. This was not the sort of object for 
which we should have searched. A leading 
Darwinian has, by an elaborate process of 
reasoning, arrived at the conclusion that the 
true missing link isan ape with a pair of 
boots, and that Southern Europe is the place 
where the skeleton of this ape should be 
found. 

Nothing is more beautiful than a process 
of scientific reasoning. Any man can take 
two facts, such as a fierce dog and a tramp, 
and put them together in such a way as to 
draw the conclusion that some dogs will bite 
some tramps. But to take a_ brand-new 
hypothesis and construct new planets and 
ingenious animals out of it is something that 
only an accomplished scientifié person can 
do. The leading Darwinian of whom men- 
tion has already been made has given a 
striking illustration of this sort of reason- 
ing, and however we. muy differ from his 
conclusions, we cannot deny their ingenuity. 
He arrives at them in the following way: 

Before the glacial period Europe enjoyed 
a tropical climate, where every prospect was 
particularly pleasing, and only such rascally 
animals as tigers and boa-constrictors were 
vile. ‘The European ape was a fine, large, 
intelligent beast, and when the climate be- 
gan to grow too cold for elephants and 
tigers, and those short-sighted beasts starved 
to*death instead of emigrating to Africa, the 
ape began .to develop himself into man. 
He gave “up the : practice of . climbing 
trees because there were, no longer any 
cocoa-nuts .or dates to*be had - for 
the climbing. As the ground became 
frozen he found his feet suffering from 
cold, and adopted the precaution of wrap- 
ping them in straw.) Inthe absence of 
vegetable food he was reduced to feeding 
upon frozen elephant and iced tiger, and 
when a vast fire, kindled by a thunderbolt, 
swept over Southern Europe and cooked a 
large supply of frozen meat, the intelligent 
ape developed a fondness for cooked meat. 
Also he found that fire was more warming 
and more satisfactory generally than sun- 
shine, and as the embers of the burned for- 
ests did not become extinguished for many 
months, he gradually learned how to keep 
a fire alive and to carry live coals from one 
place to another in order to start fresh fires. 

The result of these changes in the daily 
life of the European ape was that he became 
an animal materially different from the usual 
style of ape. By keeping his feet wrapped 
up and abstaining from climbing trees he lost 
the power to use them as hands, and he thus 
became, in the course of a few generations, 
a bimanous beast, having a pair of real 
feet and habitually walking on them in 
order to keep his hands from contact 
with ; the cold ground. He also learned 
to build fires *and to roast © meat. 
Of course, the African apes, and, in fact, all 
apes dwelling in warm countries, clung to 
their original habits, and remained quadru- 
manous, and ignorant of the uses of fire. It 
was cold which educated the ape of South- 
ern Europe up to the point of wearing cov- 
erings for his feet and eating cooked meat. 
Had Europe remained tropical, man would 
never have appeared. 

Having once learned the use of fire and 
boots and abandoned the vulgar practice of 
using his feet as an additional pair of hands 
the European ape assumed the lofty position 
of the missing link, and his descendants 
speedily became the progenitors of modern 
Frenchmen, Most of the animals having 
died of cold, the missing link had no rivals. 
He multiplied rapidly, and when the glacial 
period came to anend and the climate be- 
came temperate he spread himself all over 
Europe and the various countries of the 
Mediterranean basin. Whether his active 
mode of life led to the gradual loss of his 
hair, and thus obliged him to wear clothes, 
or whetber he adopted clothing because it 
was fashionable, we have no means of 
knowing. At any rate, he began to wear 
clothing soon after becoming a missing 
link, and from the time when he put on his 
first pair of trousers he became entitled to be 
regarded as a man. 

Obviously no Darwinian who accepts the 
foregoing theory will look any further for 
missing links in hot countries. The apes of 
the unexplored regions of Borneo and Pap- 
uan are doubtless apes and nothing else, 
for the climate of those regionsis too hot to 
develop a missing link. We must search 
the caves of Southern France for the re- 
mains of the only original missing link. He 
will be known, when found, by a pair of 
boots, or foot-coverings to that effect, but 
in other respects he will resemble an ordi- 
nary ape. Of course, we may find the skel- 
etons of apes with feet instead of hands, but 
they would be undistinguishable from the 
skeletons of men. The only missing link 
that we need expect to find is an ane 
with boots. The knowledge of this fact 
will remove the chief stumbling block from 
the Darwinian hypothesis and place it ona 
firm and impregnable foundation.

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THE ORATORIO SOCIETY’S CONCERT: 

The third performance this season of the 
Oratorio Society took place at the Academy of 
Music last night in the presence of a large and 
brilliant audience, which manifested its enjoy- 
ment of the entertainment in an unmistakable 
manner. Mendelssohn's “Elijah” was the ora- 
torio given, a work which, except at the society's 
public rehearsal on Tuesday, has not been given 
here for two years. It returned to us with that 
freshness which is always found in a master-work 
after a short period or absenee. It is one of 
the greatest boons of intelleetual life that 
every great creation, laid aside for a time, 
may be taken up again with the certainty 
that something new and surprising will be 
found init. This eannot fail to be the case with 
the works of such a rich mind as Mendelssohn's. 
Though he wrote only two oratorios, “ Elijah’ 
and “ St. Paul,¥ he stood at the end ef a long line 
of development in this class of composition. The 
pewer and depth of Handel and Bach he thorough- 
ly understood and appreciatéd, ana to him must 
be credited a revival of Bach’s ‘‘ St. Matthew's 
Passion”’ in 1829 after its harmonies had been 
hushed for a century. Spohr, Mendelssohn's im- 
mediate predecessor in the production of ora- 
torios, had touched the highest point of dramatic 
vigor in his work. His melodies were more com- 
plex, more charged with surprisirg modulations, 
than those of the great writers who had gone 
before him and who had depended for their effect 
principally on broad choral construction. The in- 
fiunence of Spohr is distinctly visible in “ Elijah,” 
but “St. Paul,” by the arrangement of its narra- 
tive and didactic forms, follows the older methods 
of the oratorio and is the result of a 
close study of John Sebastian Bach. For 
these reasons and because of its own in- 
trinsic merits it is generally deemed to be 
the better of Mendelssohn’s two  oratorios. 
Nevertheless it has never surpassed the ** Elijah” 
in popular favor. This work, immediately upon 
its production in Birmingham, in 1846, took the 
high rank among musicians which it has since 
maintained. Perhaps no better reason can be as- 
signed for its position than the intensity of its 
dramatic feeling. The history of Elijah is one of 
the most stirring stories in the Old Testament. The 
two great incidents in the prophet’s life, his vic- 
tory over the priests of Baal and his wonderful 
death, are essentially and powerfuily dramatic. By 
these and other episodes in the story the com- 
poser is led into the production of strong musio. 
There is a notable lack of those descriptive instru- 
mental effeots which later composers would have 
been sure to put into the work, but the voeal parts 
are strong throughout. For this reason Dr. Dam- 
rosch is to be eongratulated on his choice of sing- 
ers. Mr. Max Heinrich brings to the part of Elijah 
a rich baritone voice of good compass, an excellent 
method, great depth of feeling, and true sincerity 
of purpose. There was no mistaking the 
deep spirit _ of earnestness in his singing 
last night, while the teehnical beauties 
of his work were sufficient. He touched the xey- 
note of his performance in his prayer for the 
widow’s sen, and he reached an admirable plane 
of voeal excellence in his “ Lord God of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Israel.’ The scene with the priests of 
Baal was finely given, the scornful “Call him 
louder” being replete with dramatic energy. Mr. 
Heinrich was equally suecessful with the beautiful 
air “Itis enough.” Miss Emily Winant sang the 
music of the Angel of Jezebel with genuine excel- 
lence. She has perfect control of her rich eon- 
tralto voice, which is admirably suited to music of 
a dramatic mature. Mme. Gabriel-Boéma, who was 
the leading soprano of the evening, has a strong 
voice and shows evidences of training for the ope- 
ratic stage. Her faults are a fondness for explo- 
sive attacks and atendency to sing forte at all 
times. Mr. Jules Jordan gave the tener parts with 
care and judgment. He sang kere inthe ‘‘ Damna- 
tion of Faust’? when it was first produced, and 
shows commendable improvement since that 
time. His aria “If with all your hearts” was 
a very pleasant piece of vocalization. The re- 
singers of the double quartet were Mrs. O. H. Fel- 
lows, Mrs. F. J. Kirpal, Mr. H. Bersin, and Mr. 
Emile Coletti. The chorus last night was in full 
force.and executed its numbers with precision and 
adequate diversity of shading. The orchestra, 
whose work in this oratorio, as has been intimated, 
is chiefly to afford simple support to the voices, 
was excellent throughout the performance. Dr. 
Damrosch is to be highly commended for the gen- 
eralship he displayed in the handling of his forces 
and the scholarly thought shown in the renderiag 
of the music. Such performances as that of last 
night go far toward satisfying the musieal appetite 


of the publie of this City and toward fostering the, 


growth of true musical taste.

THE FIVE CENT FARE BILL FI- 
NALLY KILLED. ) 

GOV. CLEVELAND’S VETO UPHELD IN THE 

|. ASSEMBLY BY A VOTE OF 66 TO 58—nRE- 
CANTATIONS OF HONORABLE MEMBERS. 


Aupany, March 7.—The largest audience 
ghat has assembled in the Chamber this Winter 
yathered to-night to witness the proceedings in 
the effort of the Assembly to override the Gover- 
nor’s veto of the Five Cent Fare bill.

He believed that the stock-watering 
sy ew other illegal methods of the managers 
vitiated theircontract with the State. Cor- 
te influences, however, were superior to the 
emands of the public, and the poorer classes of 
New-York must continue to suffer because of the 
go teg action. re & of New-York - 
Major Haggerty, Democrat, of New-York, sa) 
that he had no desire to cast reproach upon the 
Governer for his act. He belived, however, 
the Gevernor- had drawn too 
peavily upon the briefs of the astute 
wyers in the preparation of his veto and had 
used their stale arguments. The Governor had 
deciared that he was acting conscientiously, 
and he could find no fault with ‘mem-

They pre- 
ferred to present their party as the preserver 
pf capital by harping upon the inviolability of State 
rontracts, fergetting, perhaps, that money and 
credit are generally credited with owing very little 
to either State or national Demooracy. It 
‘Was now nearly midnight, and the members were 
tiring of arguments that were neitber original 
mor convincing and there was a clamor for 
recognition. Mr. Denohue, of Erie, caught 
the Speaker's eye, and, moving the pre- 
vious question, called for the vote to be 
taken. Eighty-six votes were necessary to over- 
ride the veto, but the friends of five-cent fares 
were only able to muster 66, Fifty-eight members 
voted to sustain the Governor.

JHE ASSEMBLY PASSES THE TITUS BILL-—THE 
SUPPLY BILL REPORTED.. 


ALBANY, March 7.—The most important 
bill that was passed by the Assembly to-day was 
that of Senator Titus, abolishing the office of Canal 
Appraiser and the State Board of Audit and estab- 
Ushing in their stead a Board of Claims, composed 


of three Commissioners, with asalary of $5,000 
pach. The bill is the result of the recommendation 
in Gov. Cleveland’s Message, and his two friends 
Senator Titus and Assemblyman Carey were in- 
rested with the privilege of seeing it safely through 
both branches of the Legislature, a task whieh 
they have successfully accomplished. It is rumored 
that Mr. Carey, wbo can never hope to be re- 
slected from the Kepubiican district of which he is 
the tidal-wave representative, will be one of the 
new Commissioners. The measure is one upon 
which the Democrats have expended a great deal 
ef ingenuity, and to which they point with consid- 
errble pride as an illustration of the kind of 
pconomy which they advocate. Its previsions are 
as follows: , 


Section 1. The Governor, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, shall appoint three persons 
Commissioners ef Claims, who shail be citizens of this 
State. and of whom two but not more shall be coun- 
selors of the Supreme Court; they shall constitute a 
Board of Claims. Said Commissioners to be first ap- 
pointed shall be appointed for the term of two, four, 
and eix years, respectively, fromthe Ist day of Janu-

mate. The Governor may remoye any Commissioner 
pr Claims within the term for which hé shall have 
en appointed, but before ‘removing him he shail 
tive to such officera “= the ch st him 
tud an opportunity o: heard in his defense. 
Gach of said Commissioners shall take and subscribe 
the oath of office required by the Constitution and file 
she same in the office of the Secretary of State, and 
shall receive a compensation of $6, per annum, 
payable quarterly, and his necessary expenses, not 
exceeding $500 per annum for each Commissioner. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Commissioners shall appoint 
and at pleasure may removea clerk, a stenographer 
who shall act as deputy clerk, and a messenger, each 
of whom, before entering upon the duties of his office, 
shall take the oath of office required by the Constitu- 
tion, and file the same in she office of the Secretary of 
ttave; they shall perform their duties under the direc- 

.uion of theboard. The clerk, under the direction of 
the board, shall disburse the fund which from time to 
time may be appropriated ferthe use of said board, 
and before entering upon the duties of his office he 
shall make and file in the office of the Controller a 
bond for the faithful performance of his duties in 
an amount and with sufficient sureties to be ap- 
proved by the board, which approval shall be indorsed 
on said bond. The clerk shall receive an annual 
salary of $2,000, in tieu of all fees, except for copies 
of papers. The stenographer shall receive an annual 
salary of $1,500, and 5 cents a folio for copies of min- 
utes furnished atthe request of the claimant. but no 
charge shall be made against the State by the clerk 
or stenographer for copies of minutes or papers fur- 
nished the Attorney-General or the Board of Commis- 
sioners. The messenger shall receive an annua! sal- 
ary ef $800, and the clerk, stenographer, and mes- 
senger shall each receive actual! expesees while in the 
echarwe of their respective duties at other places 
than the city of Albany. Said salary shall be payable 
monthiy. The Commissioners shali meet on the first 
Monday in June, 1883, at the city of Albany, for the 
purpose of organization and appointment of said 
clerk, stenographer, and messenger and for the adop- 
tion of rules of procedure. 

Sxc. 3. Each of sald Commissioners ana the clerk of 
said board shall have the powerto administer oaths, 
and said board shall have authority to estavlish rules 
for its government and the forms and methods of pro- 
cedure beforeit; toissue subpoenas to witnesses to 
eppear and testify,and forthe production of books 
and papers; tocompel obedience to such subpoenas 
by altacnment; to punish for contempt in likecases 
and in like manneras the Supreme Court; to issue 
tommissions to take testimony, either within or 
without this State, to be used before it in like cases 
and in )ke manner as the Supreme Court issues such 
commissions. When testimony is taken on commis- 
Bion, at the instance of the claimant, the fees of the 
Commissioner before whom it is taken and the ex- 
pense of the commission shall be paid by the ciaim- 
&nt, and when taken at the instance of the State such 
Commissioner’s fees, together with all expense in- 
curred py Ste Attorney-General in his official capaci 
ty, shall be paid out of the contingent fund te be pro- 
vided for said board. On the lst day of January in 
each year the clerk shall report, under oath, to the 

Controlier a detailed statement of his receipts and 
disbursements for the peocodine year. 

Szc. 4. Thesaid board shall hold at least four ses- 
sions in each year in the ate af Albany, wage 
respectively on the second Tuesday of January, April, 
fevtember, amd November. and shall continue each

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Sec. 7, Said board shall have jurisdiction to hear, 
State which shal! have accrued witbin two years prior 
to the time when such claim is filed, and which shall 
1883, nor be barred by any existing statute, and to al- 
low thereon such saime as shouid be paid by the State.

Sxc. 9. Books shall be kept in the office of the clerk 
of said board, in which the awards of said board shall 
pe entered in detail by the clerk, aud the clerk of 
said board shall attach all of the papers in any one 
claim to the award. or a copy thereof, and file the 
same in his office.

The party taking an appeal 
shall, at or before the time of serving the notice 
thereof, make and serve upon the Atiorney-General, 
or if the appeal is taken by the State, upon the claim- 
ant or the attorney appearing for him on the hearing 
before the board, a case containing so much of the 
evidence given before the board as may be necessary 
to present the questions raised by the notice of ap- 
peal; the respondent may propose amendments, and 
one of the Commissioners before whom the case was 
heard shall settle the same, and sign the case so set- 
tled. And in case no appeal is taken from the de- 
cision of said board, as provided by this act, the de- 
cision of the board shall final. 

Sec. 11. On the neareas vefore the Court of Appeals 
only such questions shall be considered by the court 
as are raised by the notice of om. And on all 
questions not by the notice of appeal it shall be 

resumed that sufficient evidence was given on the 

hearing to sustain the award. The practice on the 
hearing of cases before and on appeals from the 
awards of said board shall conform as near as may be 
to the practice now prevailing in the Supreme Court 
of this State upon the trial of actionsand appeals, but 
in no case shail an appellant be required to fire a 
bond or undertaking upon an ap 1.

The Ways and Means Committee reported the 
Annual Supplygbill, which was made the special 
erder for the consideration of the House on 
Wednesday next. The total amount of money 
appropriated by the bill is $380,496 31, or about 
$18,000 less than was repo by Farmer Brooks's 
committee a year ago. A strong effort was made 
to persuade the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee to insert an item of $50,000 for 
the Catholie Protectory, but it was voted 
down, only two members, Messrs. Spinola 
and Welch, being recorded in favor of it. There 
are indications that the friends of the Protectory 
will make a fight on the floorto accomplish what 
they were unable to bull-doze the committee into 
doing. Last year these gentlemen threatened to 
block the wheels of government by refusing to 
allow the Supply bill to be passed at all unless 
this item wasadmitted. They were beaten, how- 
ever, after a spirited fight.

The bill of Mr. J. W. Higgins, of Niagara, creat- 
ing a Canal Commission, whose members should 
serve without salary, and should investigate the 
complaints of boatmen and others concerning the 
management of the canals, was beaten on its final 
passage. Mr. Higgins and ex-Judge Smith labored 
zealously in its behalf, but were unabie to con- 
vince the House that such a commission was 
nesded to reform abuses. Mr. Cary, the Goy- 
ernor’s friend, had already, in Committee of the 
Whole, spoken against the measure, and the Demo- 
crats were disposed to recognize the Governor's 
views in the utterances of the member from Catta- 
raugus. 


At the request of Mr. “Tim” Campbell. tne House 
reconsidered the vote by which the McVeany bill 
was lost a week ago, and passed it with but little 
opposition. The bill, as passed in an amended 
form, authorizes the Controller of the City ef New- 
York to pay MeVeany his salary of $2,000 as As- 
sistant Alderman in the daysof Tweed. Mr. Howe 
said that he had investigated the claim, and was 
satisfied that it was a just one, for MoVeany had, 
according to all the testimony in the case, been 
deprived of his office by a political conspiracy. 


The Ways and Mears Committee has finally fa- 
vorably reperted Mr. Townsend's bil] appropriat- 
ing $9,000 for the purchase ef copies ef the “ Public 
Service” to be distributed among the European, 
African, and Asiatic potentates who are desirous 
of familiarizing themselves with the history of the 
State of New-York. 


Considerable interest in the rauroads was 
evinced by Messrs. J. W. Brooks, of Putnam, and 
Clarke, of New-York. Both gentlemen iatreduced 
bills amending the general law of i850. That of 
Mr. Brooks authorizes the Legislature from time to 
time to alter or reduce the rate of freicht. fare. ar 
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other prot.ts of thc railroads af the State. Changes 
shall not be made, however, without the consent 
of the corporation, if the profits are less than 10 
per eent. per annum on the capital actually ex- 
pended, nor unless, on an examination by the Rail- 
road Commissioners of the amounts received and 
expended by the corporation, it shall be ascertained 
that the netincome derived »y the company from 
all sources forthe year then last past shall bave 
exceeded an annual income of 10 per cent. upon 
the capital of the corporation actually expended. 
Mr. Clarke’s amendment is of the same nature as 
that of Mr. Brooks, save that 5 per cent. is desig- 
nated, and the examination of the company’s ac- 
counts, instead of being made by the Railroad 
Commissioners. is ordered to be made by the State 
Engineer and Surveyor and Controller. . 

A billintroduced by Mr. Page, of Wyoming, in- 
corporates the Board of Foreign Parishes of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
of America, with Hamilton Fish, William A. Smith, 
W. Bayard Cutting, John Brainerd Morgan, Harri- 
son Ritchie, Thomas W. Evans, and Henry White 
as Trustees. The object of the association is to 
acquire and protect the titles of land and churches 
organized in foreign countries by members of the 
Episcopal Church in this country.

WORK OF THE SENATORS. 

THE ‘‘ WORKING MAN’S FRIENDS’’ BEATEN 
—CONCESSION TO AVOID A DEAD-LOCK. 
ALBANY, March 7.—The Senate spent two 

or three hours to-day in the diseussion of a bill in- 

troduced by Mr. Grady, and which he said was sent 
to him by Elbridge Gerry, counsel for the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. It prohibits 
all manufacturing corporations in this State from 
employing in manufacturing industry any minor 
under the age of 14 years under any circumstances, 
and also any minor under the age of 16 unless 
such minor gets asworn certificate from a prac- 
ticing physician that he or she is physieally comne- 
tent to perform the labor required. ‘Mr. Grady and 

Mr. Beyd, who were the sole advocates of the 

measure, started out in the discussion with the plea 

that it wasin the interest of the laboring man, 
and designed te’ protect him and his children 
from the grinding tyranny and avarice of 


. manufacturing corporations, but the opponents 


of the bill represented it in a very different light. 
They maintained, and very successfully, that it 
was directly opposed to the interests of the labor- 
ing poor, and, like many other bills professedlv for 


the benefit of working people, would operate only 
to their injury. In the first place, it would deprive 
many widows and invalid parents from getting 
a comfortable support from the labor of their 
children; in the second place, it would be an 
unwarrantable interference with the natural 
right of parents to the control of their chiidren— 
a contro! which in alarge majority of cases could 
be more safely intrusted to the parents than to 
laws which embodied the humanitarian views of 
theorists; in the third place, it was denied that any 
class of working people had ever demanded or 
asked for any such law. These positions were 
maintained by Senators H. A. Nelson, Covert, 
Elisworth, MacArthur, MoOarthy, and F. Lansing, 
and the bill was killed by a vote of 17 to 6. 

A large number of local bills \were passed and 
one of a general character, introduced by Mr. 
Allen, amending the Revised Statutes so as to de- 
fine more definitely:the kind of property that sball 
be subject to taxation. The following embodies 
the main features of the amendment: 

** All debts and obligations for the payment of money 
due or owing to persons residing within this state, 
however secured or wherever such securities shall be 
hela, shall be deemed forthe purposes of taxation 
personal estate within the State, and shall be 
assessed as such to the owner or owners 
thereof in the town, village, or ward in which 
such owner or owners shall reside at the 
time such assessment shall be made, (but nothing 
herein contained shallin any marner authorize the 
assessment of the same property in more than one 
place fm this State in any one year,) nor shall any per- 
sonal property or estate exempt from taxation under 
the laws of the United Stutes liable to assessment 
under the provisions of this act.” 

H. A. Nelson offered a joint resolution for an 
amendment to the Constitution so as to require 
that all future amendments to that instrument 
shall receive a majority vote of all the electors in 
the State as shown by the Jast State census. 

Mr. Daly offered a _ resolution, which was 
adopted, instructing the Finance Committee to ex- 
amine into the affairs of bankrupt and insolvent 
mining companies organized under the laws of 
this State, the reasons for such insolvency and the 
methods by which they continue to — off upon 
the public their worthless stocks. The committee 
is reauired to report what legislation is necessary 
for the improvement of these companies and for 
the protection of the public. 

Mr. Koeh introduced a bill authorizing the Board 
of Apportionment to fix the amount to be expended 
for clerk hire in the office of the Commissioner of 
Jurors, and requiring the Commissioner to turn 
over all fines received by him to the City Treasurer. 

Mr. Jacobs reported from the Finance Commit- 
tee the annual appropriation pill, and it was made 
the special order for to-morrow. 

After the adjournment of the Senate the Demo- 
cratic Senators held a caucus on the Capitol Com- 
mission bill. This bill has been on the order of 
third readings for a week, but for some reason it 
has not been thought best by its friends to put it 
on its final passage. A rumor has gained currency, 
which is probably well founded, that the 
Republican Senators proposed to defeat the 
bill by refusing to vote when it eame 
up for athird reading unless the Democrats 
would consent to certain amendments which they 
regard as reasonable and essential. Without their 
votes, or some of them, the bill cannot pass, as it 
requires a thiee-fifths vote. It is understood that 
the Democrats in eaucus to-day agreed that they 
would accept reasonabie amendments preposed by 
the Republicans, and thus avoia the dead-lock that 
was brought about last Winter when they resorted 
to the same tactics to defeat the Railroad Commis- 
sion bill in the shape in which it was at first pro- 


posed. 


CASTLE GARDEN REFORM. 
PRIVILEGES TO BE GIVEN TO THE HIGHEST 


BIDDER—DEMOCRATS FURIOUS. 

ALBANY, March 7.—Some of the Democrats 
are furious at learning that the Emigration Com- 
missioners contemplate giving the privileges of 
Castle Garden to the highest bidders, and that ad- 
vertisements fer proposals to that effect are about 
to be published. They see these privileges thus dis- 
posed of without being able to seeure for their 
Democratic friends a slice of patronage. That has 


always been regarded as valuable. If their bill. whieh 
has been introduced in the Senate by Mr. Jacobs, 
abolishing the commission and devolving its duties 
upon a Superintendent and deputy, was only In the 
form ef law, all these privileges would fall 
to them and there would be great rejoicing, es- 

ecially among Brooklyn Democrats, who have 
ong had an eye upon Castle Garden. Unfortunate- 
ly. however, the bill is a long way from the hands 
of the Governor. Ags its only object is to grab 

atronage and power, it can be seen why they are 
ndignant over the latest and perhaps the most 
sensible proposition ever adopted by the Emigration 
Commission. Senator Jacobs has drawn up a reso- 
lution and will probably present it to the Senate 
to-morrow, prohibiting the Commissioners taking 
any action in the matter of Castie Garden privi- 
leges. Among the loudest to shout for the leasing 
of these privileges to the highest bidders have been 
the Democrats. Their change of front will only 
furnish additional proot of the hollowness of their 
professions of retrenchment in public expendi- 
tures and reformin the methods of managing the 
public business.

OBITUARY. 


NATHANIEL THAYER. 

Nathaniel Thayer, the well-known banker 
and capitalist, of Boston, died’in that city yester- 
day moning. Mr. Thayer was a native of Lancas- 
ter, Mass., where he was born 75 years ago. 
He was the son of the Rev. Dr. Nathaniel 
Thayer, whose father, also a clergyman, was a 
lineal descendant, on the maternal side, of the 
famous John Cotton. Dr. Thayer was minister in 
Lancaster for more than 50 years. The son re- 
ceived a common school training, and when yet a 
yoath went to Boston to enter into busi- 


ness. Here he early established with his 
brother _a banking firm under the title of 
Jobn E. Thayer & Brother. Their business 
related largely to the railroad enterprises which 
have opened over the great West. any of their 
enterprises in this direction were, however, con- 
ducted as separate risks. They were generally 
successful, and the partners individually and asa 
firm received large profits. Among the earliest 
ef the railroad enterprises in which Nathaniel 
Thayer was personally coneerned were cer- 
tain roads in this State, which were after- 
ward consolidated imto the New-York Central 
system. Subsequently he took a leading part in 
the completion of the Michigan Central Road. The 
Chicago, Burlington and Quiney Road is another 
of which the construction and early success were 
mainly owing to his far-sightedtess, courage, and 
ability. It proved to be one of the most profitable 
of his undertakings. The Philadelphia, Wilmington 
and Baltimore was one of the roads in which he 
was concerned with his brother, Jonn E. Thayer, 
and the advancement of the Hannibal and St. 
Joseph, which was originally undertaken by John 
E. Thayer, was assumed and carried through b 
Nathaniel after his brother’s death. Other rail- 
road schemes of less magnitude engaged his 
attention from time to _ time. Not all 
of these prospered, but the great rise 
of values after the panic of 1873 had 
spent its force yielded him large returns, for he 
was an extensive holder in the panic period of 
Western railroad stocks which were intrinsically 
good. Other capitalists joined him in many of his 
enterprises and prospered as he prospered. Mr. 
Thayer's achievements in contributing to the de- 
velopment of Western railroad property were less 
noteworthy in some respects than his work for 
Harvard College. He was one of the most 
munificent benefactors of the university. 
His direct benefactions exceeded $250,000, and in- 
cluded his expenditures on Thayer Hall, Thayer 
Commons, the Gray Herbarium, and the Thayer 
Expeditions. This sum is im addition to a consid- 
erable amount which, for a long series of 
years, through channels of his own choes- 
ing, he had distributed as pecuniary aid 
to students in the university and to schol- 
ars in preparation for that institution. 
In 1865 he provided, in accordance with a sugges- 
tion by the Rey. Dr. Peabedy, a place and means 
for such students as wished to avail themselves of 
a commons ball for boaraing in eompany and at 
reasonable rates, after the former arrangements 
had been given up and before the dining-room in 
Memorial Hall was ready for use. To this end 
he established .Thayer Commons Hall. During 
the same year Mr. Thayer made arrangements to 
revide for the cost of a scientific expedition to 

razil by Prof. Agassiz, The expedition covered a 
period of about a year, and cest a large sum of 
money. Mr. Thayer also agsisted Prof. Agassiz 
in many other scientific enterprises. Thay- 
er Hall, which was erected at a cost of 
over $100,000 in 1870, was designed by the 
donor as a memorial gift commemorative 
of his brother, John E. Thayer. It is one of the 
largest and handsomest of the structures on the 
college greunds, and is used as a dormitory. Mr. 
Thayer received the honorary degree of M. A. 
from the university in 1866, and served on the 
Board of Feliows. He married Cornelia Van 
Rensselaer, of Albany, who, with six of their seven 
children, survives him.

CAPT. J. A. JOHNSON. 

Capt. J. A. Johnson, of the barkentine Ele- 
vina, from Laguayra,” Mexico, with mahogany, 
was killed last night by being thrown from the fore- 
castle of the vessel to the sectional dry-dock at the 
foot of Rutgers-street, a chain eabdle whieh had in 
slipping torn away a cleat having caught bis legs.

He was at the sur- 
render of Galveston, and was on the Cornubia 
when Capt. Sands went to the surrender. When 
Capt. Collins captured the Rosalie Johnson took 
command of her, and with a handful of men cap- 
tured the schooner John Williams, laden with 
iron plates forthe Confederate rams. This feat 
won him much distinction, and he was especially 
complimented by Admiral Farragut, who corre- 
sponded with him until he died. At the close of 
the war he declined serviee as an officer in the 
American Navy, and went back to the mercantile 
marine. He was half-owner of the Elevina, the 
other share being owned by E. Debereeau & Co. 
Tuesday the Elevina, which had disch part 
ef her cargo, was placed on the dry-dock. Capt. 
Jobnson remained ou board with;his wife andjseven 
children, and last evening was with his youngest 
son preparing to lower an anchor to havea fiuke 
repaired when the accident occurred. His wife 
had his body taken on board the Elevine.

J. R. GREEN, LL. D. 

The Rev. J. R. Green, LL. D., the author of 
“The History of the English People,” a book that 
achieved great popularity, died yesterday at Men- 
tone, France, where he has been living for some 
time’ for the benefit of his health. Although a 


clergyman by profession, he adopted literature as 
a more congenial occupatien. He was the author 
of “A Short History ef the English People,” 
which was so marked a success that it was fol- 
lowed by the four-volume history of: the English 
people. He was also the author of “rhe Making 
of England,” which treated of Engiand’s early 
history up to the Norman conquest, and of a vol- 
ume entitied “Stray Studies from England and 
Italy.” He edited a series of history and litera- 
ture primers and a ‘“‘Short Geography of the Brit- 
ish Isles.” Mr. Green was an honorary Fellow of 
Jesus College, Oxford, and was for a time examiner 
in the School of Modern History, Oxferd.

R. Springer on Monday sent to Col. George Ward 
Nichols a certificate of stock entitling the College 
of Music of Cincinnati to 600 shares of stock in the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chieago Railroad. 
This is werth nearly $90,000, and is the gift prom- 
ised to the college some time since by Mr. Springer. 


The cotton factors of St. Louis have united 
in a circular addressed to the merchants, farmers, 
and tenants ef the cotton belt advising them to 
abandon the credit system and to discourage the 
planting of a large acreage in cotton this year. and 
to devote their labors first to the raising of grain, 
cattle, and hogs, giving asmaller portion of their 
time to the culture of cotton. 


A telegram to the Chicago Times says that 
8 Corporal in the regular Army who parted from 
his wife in a quarrel six years ago in Hammond, 
this State, met the lady by chance on the street in 
Fond du Lac, Wis., last Thursday. She had secured 
a divorce on the ground of desertion. He was re- 
turning to his regiment from a farlough. They 
conversed a few moments, then went their diverse 
ways. 

The Chester (Penn.) ‘Record says that the 
remarkable meteor which was seen in portions of 
Virginia on the morning of the 4th inst. was ob- 
served in that place about 4 o’clook, and that it 
lighted up the surrounding country brilliantly. 
Its course was from north-west near the zenith to- 
ward the south-west at the horizon. In colorand 
appearance it resembled a huge electric light and 
Was a most magnificent sight. 


Toa mass-meeting in Albany on Tuesday 
evening in opposition to cenvict contract labor in 
the prisons of the State Lieut.-Gov. David B. Hill 
wrote: “Iam opposed to the system of contract 
labor in the prisons of the State, and trust that the 
Legislature during its present session will devise 
some proper measures either to abolish the whole 
system or to relieve it of its objeetionable features, ; 
andI shall take great.pleasure in co-operating 
with you by every preper means within my power 
to bring about this most desirable result.” 


Mayor Palmer, of Boston, has dum-founded 
the members of the Board of Aldermen of 
that city by refusing publicly to approve some 
large bills for refreshments furnished mem- 
bers of the city Government on their own 
order. The biils ‘furnished for the first five 
weeks of this municipal year aggregate 
$2,247, and some of them indicate that the city 
fathers were at work, or, at least, eating, on Sun- 
days. One member had 25 meals at a cost of $114, 
and there are a score who had 10 meais or more 
eharged to the city within the time mentianed. 
Some of the members blame the Mayor especially 
for bringing to the attention of the public bills 
which they claim should never have seen the light 
of day. 


An observing Republican of Kansas is 
quoted by the Topeka Commonwealth as saying: 
“ Four-fifths of the representative districts of this 
State elect men to the Legislature who never learn 
what they were elected for and, at the end of the 
session, go home perfectly bewildered. When a 
measure is pending that affects a district they 
are obliged to send men to Tcpeka to explain to 
their member what is going on and, if possible, 
wake him up. They usually find him wholly 
oblivious, and when his attention is called to the 
offensive measure his astonishment is sublime. 
Tnese districts are controlied by a class of poli- 
ticlans who oppose men of ability because they are 
*trieky,’ and support men whose ignorance and in- 
capacity they apologize for by saying, ‘ Well, if he 
can’t do any good he will do no harm.’ ”

SOME FOREIGN NEWS NOTES. 


Several California quails have arrived at 
Invesary, Scotland, having been sent over by Lord 
Lorne in the hope that they might be permanently 
introduced into the Highlands. At present they 
are housed inthe Duke of Argyll’s pheasantry at 
Glenaray, and in May they will be turned out. Wild 
turkeys have also been imported by the Duke, 
These have already been set free, but it is toe soon 
yet to judge of the success of the experiment. 


An aged blacksmith in a Yorkshire town 
died a fortnight ago ina hovel outside the villaze 
of Well,-and lying on an upper beam inthe hovel 
was found asum of $15,000, while In an old ehest 
were mortgage deeds for several hundred peunds 
additional. The miser had been missed from his 
shop for several days, when a search was Institut- 
ed, and he was found lying dead in bed. He had 
no relatives, and the entire estate, therefore, goes 
to the Crown. 


On the River Niger, at a place called Bam- 
akou. a French gan-boat arrived last month, and 
at Senegambia the first locomotire has just made 
itaappearance. The first mile and ahalf of the 
French railway between Senegal and the Niger 
wasopened in December last in the presence ef 
an amazed crowd of negroes, who slapped their 
hands and tried to keep pace with the train. Oppo- 
sition was made to the road by Latdior, the King of 
Cayar, who had formerly made a treaty permitting 
the line to pass through his territory; but the au- 
thorities, with a body of troops, marched to his 
residence and burned it without opposition. Lat- 
dior then took refuge with a neighboring chief, in 
concert with whom he is expected to begin hos- 
tilities. 


Stories connected with the short stature of 
Louis Blanc continue to betold.

CHICAGO MARKETS WEAK. 


HOLDERS INBUCED .BY THE FAV@RABLE 
WEATHER TO SELL. 

Cu1caGo, March %.—The leading produce 
markets were weak to-day, with a moderate vol- 
ume of trading, chiefly on local account. There 
was a good deal of selling all around by holders 
and some by shorts, but the latter were rather 
easy about operating, though not a few of them 
looked longingly at the situation. One pronounced 
holder was said to be going to Cuba, and 
another assigned as a reason for settling that he 
was going to getout. The fine weather, with the 
Prospects of plenty more of it te bring in produce, 
was the weakening point, and it told in other 
places as well as in Chicago. Provisions were 


moderately active and weak. They sold 
down rather heavily during the hour, 
steadied during the first call, reacted 
alittle toward noon, again weakened, and closed 
a shade firmer. Pork declined 1514 cents, and 
closed 734 cents below the latest prices-of Tuesday 
at $18 for May. Lard declined Tg to 10 cents, 
and closed tame at $11 40 bid for May. Meats fell off 
another 10 cents at $9 78 for May ribs. Liver- 
pool was quoted dull on meat and lard. ‘While 
our receipts ef hogs were small and the 
market stronger. there was a considerable quan- 
tity of stuff on sale early and that fact weakened 
the hands of some parties who had jumped into 
the breach on the previous day as buyers. They, 
too, wanted to sell and the result was weak- 
ness, Wheat was less active and again 
weak, declining % of a cent and closing 
five-eighths of a cent below the latest prices of 
Tuesday, at $108 for Mareh and $1 135% bid for 
May. The British markets were called dull and 
steady, while the receipts at Western points, in- 
cluding flour, were large and the weather favora- 
ble to an early Spring. While the publication of 
the faét that the European outlook has much 
improved also tended to depress, the mar- 
ket was a dragging one throughout, 
with as much unloading as it would bear. although 
holders tried to prevent weakness by selling at in- 
tervals and ‘allowing the market to recuperate be- 
tween whiles. New-York is said to be heavily long 
on wheat in this market, and some parties were 
speculating on the chance that the weakness would 
bring out some of those holdings, but “the spirit 
failed to materialize;” the current offering 
of car lots found buyers at about cent 
decline. The news fromthe Winter wheat regions 
was very favorable with regard to the pros s 
for the next harvest. On the afternoon call the 
market was 14 of a cent lower. Corn was less ac- 
tive and rather weak, decling 3% of a cent and clos- 
ing 14 cemt below the latest prices of Tues- 
day at 575g cents bid for March and 62 
cents bid for May. The British markets 
were called dull and easier, while our receipts 
were smaller in volume, but fully up tothe de- 
mand, car lots being easier, with only -a moderate 
shipping. In grain the speculative department 
was chiefly a selling one, except at 6% cents for 
May; that fact formed about the only real 
feature in the market. There were buy- 
ing orders here ,to take a good many 
hundreds of thousands of bushels when it 
could be obtained at that figure, and this made 
the market strong at 62 cents, with only little dip 
below it, while it was weak at anything over that. 
On the afternoon call the market was a shade 
firmer. The fact that most of the trading in futures 
on 'Change is for May delivery causes an unusual- 
ly sharp lookout to be kept on the dates when 
grain isreceived. The lower grades ali sell on 
first storage, and are, therefore, not amenable to 
the rule for No. 2, which provides that regular 
storage is 4 cents up to the middle of 
April, and enly 1% cents after that. No. 
2 corn receipts, bearing date of yesterday, 
commanded }% cent more than if the receipts had 
been dated last Tuesday, beeause anything dated 
March 7 will carry into May for 3 cents per bushel, 
and only involve the subtraction of 134 cents 
from the selling price if delivered May 1, while for 
receipts dated previously 244 cents will have to be 
taken from the bill in order to make them regular.

THE CAMBRIDGE BURNED 


TWO LADIES LOST, ONE IN TRYING 
70 SAVE THE OTHER. 

\N APARTMENT-HOUSE IN 6SIXTY-FOURTH- 
STREET DESTROYED EARLY YESTERDAY 
MORNING AND MRS. WAKEMAN AND HER 

j DAUGHTER BURNED, 

he apartment-house No. 48 East Sixty- 
fourth-street, between Madison aud Park avenues, 
tuown as “The Cambridge,” was partially de- 
stroyed by fire early yesterday morning. Of the 

(0 families inhabiting the house all eseaped in safety 

jave two ladies, Mrs. Mary H. Wakeman and her 

laughter Rosamond B., who were overcome by the 
moke and flames, and who perished on the stairs. 
fhe building is on the south side of Sixty-fourth- 
jtreet, has a frontage of 30 feet, is 95 feet 
leep, five stories, or 60 feet, high in front, 
and six stories, or 80 feet, hign in the rear, witha 
Sasement and attic. It was arranged to acoom- 
medate two families on each floor, amd all the 
floors were occupied when the fire occurred. The 

ent was oecupied by the janitor and the 
attic was set apart for the servants of the families 
living in the nouse. 

The building, which is owned by Thomas Reed, a 
tea-dealer at No. 269 Washington-street, who lives 
at No. 827 West Fifty-seventh-street, was erected 
about seven years ago. Its front is of brown-stone, 
and before the fire presented a very handsome ap- 
pearance. There were bay-windows on each floor 
nbove the first, and the house was furnished in 
yood style. It was fitted with all the modern im- 
provements and was heated by steam throughout. 
£ach suite of rooms had a private hall opening out 
from the main hall common to all the tenants. 
Through the centre of the building from the base- 


ment to the roof ran a large ventilating shaft, and 
very near it, toward the front of the house, was 
another and smaller light shaft. In che hal! parti- 
tions were large circular openings for the purpese 
of lighting and ventilating the halls. The bedrooms 
all had windows opening into the large ventilatia 
and the bath-rooms and closets were venti- 
by the smaller one. There were shafts for the 
gumb-waiters running from the basement to the 
ttic. The house was handsomely fitted up and 
— occupied by well-to-dopeople. The suite of 
Bpartments on the east side of the ground floor 
mvas ocoupied by Mr. O. H. Thompson and wife, 
that'on the west side by Mr. W. G. Fletcher, 
wife, and two sens. Mr. Fletcher is a china 
erchant at No. 12 Murray-street. On the next

with his wife and daughter. The east sideof the 

floor was occupied by Charles J. Coulter,

visit to Mrs. King. ‘The fourth fioor was oecupied, 
the east side, by Mr. Alexander A. Meldrum and 
daughter. Mr. Meldrum is connected witn the 
fry goods firm of J. B. Colt & Co., at No. 256 Canal- 
es The suite of rooms on the west side of the 
ourth floor was occupied by Mrs. Mary H. Wake- 
, her daughter Rosamand B.,and Mrs. Harriett 
rkins, an aged nurse, who had lived with the 
akeman family for very many years. The Rev. 
Waters, with his wife and daughter, oc- 

pupied the eastern portion of the fifth floor, and the 
rn half was occupied by Mrs. Meyers, with 

2 son and daughter. In the attic slept seven ser- 
rants, while in the basement lived the colored —_ 
tor, David Lyons, with his wife and three children. 

_ The fre originated in the basement of the 
ises, but how long it had been burning before 

e alarm was given cannot be told. It was dis- 
Boved about 8:45 o'clock in the morning by Mr. 
D. H. Thempson, who slept im a bedroom on the 

reund floor and who was aroused from his slum- 
ob the heat and smoke which were ascend- 
ing through the large air shaft. He aroused his 
wife and, going into the hall, called the janitor, who 
was asicep in the basement. Lyons called his 
wrifeand children out of their beds and started 
them ont into the street in their night clothes. 
Mr. Thompson had, in the meantime, been arous- 
ing the inmates of the house by the repeated 
gries of “Fire!” Mr. Thompson also sent 
an alarm of fire through the American District 
‘Telegraph box, which was inthe main hallof the 
house, and a messenger was sent to the house from 
the office in Third-avenue, near Sixty-third-street. 
This messenger sent out a summons for the Fire 
Department from the fire box at Fifth-avenue and 
Rixty-fourth-street. Capt. Hamilton F. Perley, of 
papee Company No. 89, arrived with his company 

froat of the burning house within a minute and 
a half after the alarm was sounded. He burst in 
the front doors and was met by the tenants coming 
put, scantily clad and greatly frightened. The fire 
at that time did not show much in the lower part 
of the house, but was bursting out of the upper 
windews. The firemen entered the lower hallway 
with a line of hose, but they were driven back by 
4 dense smoke. Capt. Perley and Fireman 

. Jd. Cook, of Engine No. 39, rushed 
jbrongh the apartment-house No. 50, adjoin- 

fng the burning building, and. made their way 
to the root of No. 48. Opening the scuttle, they 
ed from the attic seven servants who were 
mmable te come down the stairs and were toomuch 
eee to een to make their way down 
he fire-eseapes on the rearof the house. Annie 
Smith, a colored girl, was almost insensible from 
the smoke when brought out by Fireman Cook. 
Mrs. Meyers and her son and daughter and the 
Rev. Dr. Waters and his wife and daughter also 
made their escape through the scuttle. The only 
rsons who appeared to have made use of the 
f-escape in the rear of the premises were Mrs. 
Eing and her family. Carrie Bucholz, a German 
tervant, inthe employ of Mrs. King, was awakened 
when the remainder of the tenants were areused 
by the efforts of Mr. Thompson. She heard him 
calling loudly for “ Dave,” the janitor, and she 
jumped out of bed mA, hastily donning 
e ‘skirt, ran into the ath-room, which 
adjoined her bedroom on the third floor. Looking 
down the air-shaft she saw tne light of a fire burn- 
ing below, and smoke was ascending in a dense 
volume. The girl, who acted with great presence 
of mind, went into her mistress’s bedroom and 
aroused her. Young Mr. King and his friend, Mr. 
Parkhurst, were also aroused by thistime. Mr. 
khurst threw his valise out of the window, and 
en assisted Mrs. King down the fire-escape. Car- 
rie followed, and King and Parkhurst brought up 
the rear, all escaping without injury. They made 
their way threugh the rear into an unfinished build- 
ing on Sixty-third-street, and thence to the street, 
where they took refuge with the neighbors. The 
jatter threw open their doors and made all the 
fugitive tenants as comfortable as circumstances 
wouid permit. It was believed at one time that all 
the people in the house had escaped, but it was 
poen ascertained that Mrs. Wakeman and her 
daughter had not been seen to ieave the house. 
orts were made by the firemen to enter the 
ouse in search of the missing ladies, but they were 
riven back by the smeke and fiames. 

Tke high wind which prevailed at the time sent 
the flames roaring througk the house, defying the 
efforts of the firemen to subdue them. Several 
attempts had been made to carry a line of hose up 
the main stairway to the upper floers, but the fire- 
men were repeatedly driven back by the heat and 
smoke and failed to ascend beyond the second floor. 
Chief Fisher and a detail of firemen from Engine 
No. 89 determined to make another attempt, and 
they succeeded this time in reaching the third floor. 
When they reached the hail.on this floor, Chief 

sber, who was in advance, closely followed by 

remen Cook and Attridge, stumbled over some 
pbstruction on the floor, and, stooping down, dis- 
covered it to be the body of a woman. A few feet 
further on, at the turning of the stairs leading from 
the fourtn floor, the body of another woman 
was discovered. The firemen carried the bedies 
sown the stairs into the street and gave them in 
charge of the Police. They were taken to the sta- 
tion-bouse, where they were identified as those of 
Mrs. Wakeman and her daughter. The bodies 
were subsequently taken te the Morgue. The fire 
raged with great fury until nearly 6 o'clock before 
the firemen could gain cortro! of the flames, which 
‘were not fully extinguished until long after day- 
light. The firemen did not abandon the building 
until after 3 0’clock yesterday. The entire interior 
of the structure was burned out and the rear walls 
pre so badly weakened that they will have to be 
taken down and rebuilt. The front wall is bulged 
and will haveto be braced up. The building was 
valued at $50.000, and tke loss on the structure 
will be about $30,000. The owner, Mr. Reed, 
Is insured for $30,000. The losses of the ten- 
ants on farniture, clothing, &c., will aggregate 
probably $40,000. The loss of the Rey. H. 8S. Day is 
estimated at $6,000, and he is insured for $3,00¢ in 
the German American Company. Mr. Meldrum 
saved nothing. His loss 1s probably anout $2,500, 
including many things worth more than their 
znoney Value. Mrs. J. L. King says that her loss 
will reach $5,000, and she bas an ineurance of 
$2,300 in the Rutgera Company. Mrs. M. J. Mather 
estimates her loss at $4,000. The property de- 
Btroyed im the apartments of Mrs. Wakeman was 
valued at several thousand dollars. Mr. W. G. 
(Fletcher, whose apartments were furnisbed at an 
expense of $5,000, loses about $1,000 above the 
amount of his insurance. The janitor, Lyons, 
claims a loss ef $1,000 on furniture. He also loses 

200 in eash, which he had in a bureau drawer. He 

insured for $1,000 in the Hanover Company. 

Mrs. Wakeman was the wife of Mr. Abram Wake- 
man, a well-knewn lawyer, who at one time was a 
prominent Republican politician in the upper part 
of the City. He has held the offices of Postmaster 
and Surveyor of the Port. Mrs. Wakeman was 56 
years of age, and had been an invalid for many 
years. She was a very large woman, weizhing 
over 250 pounds, and had great difficulty in moving 
about. The mother and daugkter had lived to- 
eg for many years, having as a companion 

rs. Harriet Perkins, who is over 80 years old and 
whe had been Mrs. Wakeman’s nurse whep she 
was a child. Mrs. Wakeman, with her daughter 

nd Mrs. Perkins, spent iast Summer at Sandy 

ill, N. Y., and returned to this City in the early 
part of September last. They then took up their 
abode in “The Cambridge.”” Mrs. Perkins was 
seen yesterday at the residence of a som of Mr. 
Wakeman, in Park-avenue. She said that the first 
phe knew of the fire was when Miss Wakeman 
tame into the bedroom occupied by her mother 
aud Mrs, Perkins and roused them from their 
siumbers and informed them that the house was 
ou fire. The young lady appeared calm and 
Belf-possessed. She told them to get up and 

et on whatever clothes they could and to 

ollow her. She assisted her mother in getting out 
of bed and all three started tor the stairway as 
they were afraid to take the risk of going down by 
‘the fire-escape. Mrs. Perkins went first, she was 
followed by Mrs, Wakeman, and Miss Wakeman 
came last, helping her mother down the stairs. 

‘When they reached the hall on the third floor they 

‘were met by a demze yolume of heated smoke, al- 

Pnough they could see no fire. It was very dark in 

ball. and Mra, Perkins was compelled to grove 


down stairs by feelimg along the balus- 
5 was in great d r of being overcome 
by the smoke, when Miss Wakeman took her by 
the arm and guided her steps down to the second 
floor. There she was met by a policeman er fire- 
maa, she eannot say positively which, who dragged 
her down the remaining flight of stairs and 
out into the street. She was almost exhausted 
when she reached the Street, but soon revived in 
theopen air. She was suffering yesterday from 
the excitement and some severe bruises received 
while being carried out of the house. Mrs. Perkins 
said that Miss Wakeman, after seeing ,her safely in 
the hands of her rescuer, returned up stairs after 
her mother, who, owing to her infirmity. had lin- 
gered behind. It was evident from the position in 
which the bodies were found that Miss Wakeman 
had succeeded in assisting her mother to reach the 
third floor. where the older lady had fallen to the 
fleor overcome by the heat and smoke, and thet 
her daughter, who could easily have made her 
. refused to abandon her mother, anda lost 

her lite in succoring her parent. 

Mrs. Wakeman was the daughter of Judge Har- 
wood, and was born in Sandy Hill, Washington 
County, N. Y. Her daughter, d B. Wake- 
man, was in her twentieth h year. Mr. Abram Wake-. 
man practiced law with brother, Thaddeus B. 
Wakeman, their office being ijn the Bennett Build- 
ing. Two children, Abram Wakeman, Jr., a coffee 
merchant at No. 162 Front-street, residing at No. 
1,110 Park-avenue, and Mary Lee, wife of Robert 
Moore,residing at Trenton, N. J.. remain. Mr. Wake- 
man was away in Albany and did not reach this City 
until 6 o’clock yesterday morning, and heard noth- 
ing of the fireand his bereavement until he reached 
his son's house, in Park-avenue. The bodies were 
taken to Sandy Hill last evening, where the funeral! 
serviees will held in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, of which the family were members, at 2 P. 
M. to-day. The Rector, the Rey. Mr. Kogers, will 
officiate, and the bodies will be interred in the 
family burial pilot, where lie the remains of 
the. son and brother of the deceased women, 
Dr. Harwood Wakeman, who was drowned while 
bathing at Blue Mountain Lake, Aug. 15, 1878. Here 
also the dead of Mrs. Wakeman's family, the Lees, 
are buried. Among the latter rests the late Hon. 
William M. Lee, for many years Chief-Justice of 
the Sandwich Islands. A brotherof Mrs. Wake- 
man purchased an extensive country seat border- 
ing on the river at Sandy Hill, and of recent 
years Mr. Wakeman’s family has spent 
about eight months of the year there, board- 

ing or occupying flats here during the Winter. 
Miss Wakeman’s whoie life was one of self-sacri- 
fice and extreme devotion to her mother. The 
young lady was a promising artist, and until lately 
occupied a studio with Mrs. Charles Culver, which 
she gave up with the expectation of soon returning 
to Sandy Hill. Coroner Martin viewed the bodies at 
the Morgue and granted a permit for their removal. 
From the appearance of the bodies, it was evident 
that the ladies, after having suffocated by the 
smbOke, were terribly burned. The little clothing 
that they wore when they left their rooms was 
completely consumed, and their bodies and limbs 
were burned and charred. Their hands and feet 
were badly burned, and the hair was almost en- 
tirely burned away from their heads. They had 
fallen on their faces, and their features were, there- 
fore, not much disfigured. 

The Rev. H. S. Day, who oecupled a suite of 
apartments on the west side of the house with his 
wife and two daughters, was absent from the 
house during the fire. He and his wife were risit- 
ing some friends in Nyack, and knew nething ef 
what had ocourred until they reached this City at 
noon yesterday. His daughters were resoued by a 
brave Irish servant named Maggie Donohue. As 
they were alone, Maggie slept in an adjoining bed- 
reom on the second floor, instead o Sen peed 
the servants’ room in the attic. When aroused by 
the cries of fire Maggie drew on a skirt over her 
night-dress, and, going into the bed-room, aroused 
the young ladies from a deep sleep. The girl as- 
sisted her young mistresses to don some clothes, 
and then half led and half carried them down the 
stairs through the gathering smoke into the street. 

The fire is believed to have originated about the 
steam boiler in the basement, which applied steam 
heat to the building, probably from some rubbish: 
igniting. The buildimg was constructed in the 
same manner as the generality of such buildings 
are built. There was no attempt in its construc- 
tion to make it fire-proorf, and the facilities for es- 
cape in case of fire consisted of a very good fire- 
escapes of the ordinary pattern on the rear of the 
house, taking in the windews of each suite of 
apartments on the different floors. As is almost 
invariably the case, the tenants ignored the fire- 
escapes, and the greater portion of them escaped 
down the stairs and out through the roof. Skilled 
firemen say that it takes a man with much nerve 
and courage tocome down oneef the ordinary 
fire-escapes from fourth or fifth story windows, 
and they are almost useless where neryous women 
are called upon to make use of them during the 
exciting orisis of a fire. Mr. Reid says he pur- 
chased the Cambridge two years ago last Novem- 
ber from Mr. Phyfe, the builder and contractor, by 
whom it was erected four yearsago. Last year Mr. 
Reid expended about $8,000 in thoroughly repairing 
the building, with whose construction he was not 
thorough!y’ satisfied. Particular attention was 
paid to the construction of the fire-escape on 
the rear. Mr. Refd will probably rebuild, and 
if he does so says he will construct a build- 
ing as nearly fire-proof as sible. Inspeetor 
Esterbrook said that everything in the building 
was aceording to rule se far as his department was 
cencerned. He had nothing to do with air-shafts. 
The law compelied builders of apartment-houses 
to haye them, and the Bureau of Inspection of 
Buildings could not prevent their erection, no mat- 
ter how dangerous they were known to be. 

This fire resembles in one of its most thrilling in- 
cidents the fire which occurred on Jan. 18, 1874, at 
the residence of Mr. Jacob Stiner, No. 24 East Six- 
tieth-street, which resulted in the death of Mr. 
Stiner and his wife and daughter. Mr. Stiner 
meee from arear bay window and was killed. 

rs. Stiner was an invalid and unable to move, 
and her daughter. who eould have easily escaped, 
returaed to herroom to heip her, and both per- 


ished. 
MRS. WILEY’S HABITS. 


SEVERAL WITNESSES TESTIFY TO HER LOVE 
FOR DRINK. 

In the Westchester County Circuit Court, at 
White Plains, yesterday, the entire day was taken 
up in the trial of the matter of the application for 
@ commission for the care of Mrs. Henrietta Wiley, 
of William’s Bridge, and ker property. The peti- 
tioners are W. H. and C. H. Harbeck, Henrietta 
Gunther, a daughter; Sarah M. Acker, and Adeline 
R. Harris. Mra. Wiley is abeut 40 years of age, 
and a daughter of Henry Harbeck, of this City. 
who died while she was a child, leaving a large for- 
tune. Mr. H. V. Van Valkenburg, a diamond mer- 
chant, was her first husband, but she got a separa- 
tion from him and married Franklin Wiley, of New- 
Jersey, and is now separated from him. She for- 


merly lived in Sixty-fifth-street, this City. Mrs. 
Wiley’s fortune is said to be over $200,000. Now 
her relatives say that she is a habitual drunkard, 
and incapable of earing for herself and property. 
She says she is perfectly able to take care of her 
own property. The court-room was crowded all 
day yesterday. Mrs. Wiley was not present in the 
court-room, but staid at the hotel opposite. Messrs. 
Brown & Richards and Henry C. Henderson ap- 
peared for the petitioners, and Messrs. Martin J. 
Keogh, I. N. Mills, and D. R. Sbiels for Mrs. Wiley. 

Several tradesmen of West Chester and neigh- 
boring villages, testified that Mrs. Wiley had been 
in their stores in an intoxieated condition during 
the last 18 momths. She was reckless in ker pur- 
chases, never asked the prices, and appeared un- 
certain as tothe quantity or quality of articles 
which she bought. Thomas B. Bound, of West 
Chester said he had been three times to her house, 
and found her intoxicated and quite stupid. Ed- 
ward Secor, a West Farms store-keeper, said she 
frequently talked at random and seeme‘ irrational. 
Joshua J. Mallett testified that he had often seen 
her stop before liquor saloons. Thomas Bible, 
Justice of the Peace in West Chester, had seen 
Mrs. Wiley intoxicated half a dozen times or 
more, when before him in regard to lawsuits, 
He thonght she was failing in health rapidly. 
John D. Conway, a livery-stable keeper. had seen 
her intoxicated. William Stewart, her former 
coachman, had often seen her intoxicated. He 
used to get brandy for her at the drug 
store. Dr. P. W. °° Crenin, of New-York, 
had seen her intoxicated at the Hoffman 
House. He had given her bromide of potash. 
Under cross-exs mination he said she was of a per- 
yous temperament. He had sometimes noticed 
that she was very sharp. anc appeared to be able 
to take care of her affairs. She was coherent and 
spoke intelligently. This was ber condition yester- 
day when he visited her. He did not think that 
liquor or anything else had deprived her of her 
reasoning faculties. Mary Pegnuin, who lives with 
Mrs. Wiley at West Chester, said she had seen her 
intoxicated very often. 

Columbus Seguin, a book-keeper for Mrs. Wiley, 
said her income was about $2,500 a year, and her 
expenditures for 1882 were $11,977. William Bow- 
man had been in the employ ef Mrs. Wiley and 
had seen her intoxicated. She had given him sey- 
eral drinks of brandy. She was often more exeited 
than intoxicated. George Steele, (eolored,) her 
present coachman, testified to Mrs. Wiley’s intem- 
perate habits, Dr. J. E. Ellis, of West Chester, 
thought she had the appearance of a hard drinker, 
and he thought her health had been impaired by 
drink. As farashe bad seen her he did not think 
her competent to take care of herself and property, 
although she might be when sober. 

The case is still on.

81 Park-rowto prepare for shipment the articles 
which have been presented to them for the relief 
of sufferers by the Western floods. The ladies pres- 
ent were Mrs. B.S. Osbon, Mrs. C. A. Morford.

heavy-welgnt pugilist, James Elliott, yesterday 
morning, has created great interest in sperting so 
clety in this City. When Elliott was fought to his 
death by Jerry Dunn in a Chicago restaurant on 
the evening of March 1, the sporting gentlemen of 
that city made no sign that they weuld have him 
Gecently buried there, and mild-manmered “ Par- 
son” Davis, who invited Elliott to Chicago 
at a time when New-York was becom- 
ing too warm for the pugilist, communi- 
eated at ence with: Mr. Jack Stiles, the 
keeper of a resort for pugilists in the Bowery. Mr. 
Stiles, as was well known here and elsewhere, had 
upon many occasions displayed great friendship 
for Elliott. . He snapped at the oppertunity of 
burying the veteran fighter with all the honors 
which sporting society should suggest, and tele- 
graphed to “ Parson” Davis directing that gentle- 
man forthwith to send the pugilist’s body to this 
City. Elliott died as he lived, penniless, and his 
relatives were always im poor cireumstances. 
When Mr. Stiles directed the removal of the body 
to this City, ana declared that he would pay 


all the bills, other leaders of sporting seciety 
felt called upon to aid him in his plans. 
When the Chicago sporting gentlemen were in- 
formed, prior to the departure of Elliott’s body, 
that an imposing funeral wss bound to be witnessed 
in this City, they quickly assembled and 4 so hom- 
age to the dead pugilist’s memory. hen the 
hearse started for the station many sporting gen- 
tlemen followed in coaches. Mr.'Frederick Krohne, 
the long-distance estrian of Madison-Square 
Garden fame. stood guard over the coffin. On the 
way to New-York thousands of persons requested 
permission to look at the faee of the dead man, 
and at Pittsburg the covering over the head of the 
eoffin was removed by Mr. Krohne and a large 
crowd was permitted to see tho face. 

When the train arrived at 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning at the Grand Central Station a hearse and 
six coaches were in waiting. Among those who 
had assembled to receive the body were Mr. Stiles, 
* Red Leary,” Tom Draper, Abe Coakley, Charles 
Johnson, Jimmy Kelly, Bartholomew Sweeny, 
Edward Sullivan, Owen Kelly, Sam Coll- 
yer, Tom Hunt, Bob Smith, Bill Daggett, 
Francis McAleer, and Capt. Jim Lewis. 
Thn coffin was placed. in the hearse and the proces- 
sion started for No. 216 Canal-street, the home of 
Mr. William MeDavitt, the husband of Elliott's 
sister. On the way a halt was ordered at an un- 
dertaker’s shop in the Bowery, and there a new, 
pane of glass was placed over the face of the dead 
pugilist. The original pane was shattered during 
the trip from Chicago. At 8 o'clock the hearse 
and ceaches reached the house of mourning in 


‘Canal-street. Mr. McDavitt is an industrious mat- 


trass-maker. He has a suite of neatly furnished 
rooms on the second floor of the building. He is 
over 45 years of age, and is noted as 2 peaceful 
man. The coffin, which was covered with black 
cloth and ornamented with silver plate, was ear- 
ried into the parlor and placed in position in the 
centre of the room. The principal piece of plate 
on the lid bore the simple inscription: “ Died 
March 1, 1888—James Elliott—aged 36 years.’ El- 
liott’s aged mother and his sister, Mrs. McDavitt, 
were almost frenzied with grief when they saw his 
face, and Mr. MeDavitt bowed his bead and merely 
said: “I was his friend and well-wisher.” 

The visitors crowded into the building, and no 
one was refused admission. A seemingly endless 
procession had started,and Mr. McDavitt quietly 
said to intimate friends: “ Let every one in. It is 
the last time any one will have a chance to look at 
the poor fellow.” The body was clothed in a piain 
black suit, with a white shirt, necktie, and collar. 
Those who remembered Elliott in the street or in 
sporting resorts were not unmindful of the 
faet that he never wore a shirt collar dur- 
ing his life. His broad face seemea made of wax. 
It bore the determined expression remembered 
by those who had seen him in the prizering. His 
livs were tightly closed and his eyes were sunken, 
asinlife. The great scar en his left cheek was 
ghastlier than ever before. There were no bruises 
on his face, nothing to tell its own story of the ter- 
rifle death struggle with Jerry Dunn. At dusk last 
evening the procession was still moving into the 
house, up the staircase and through the parler. 
Elliott’s mother sat at the head of the 
coffin with her married daughter. The 
latter’s husband occupied ao chair, amd sey- 
eral handsomely attired and polite oung 
women oecupied other chairs. The neighbors 
fiocked to the house, but it was apparent that 
mary in the procession had come from remote 
parts of the City to glance at the body. Men, 
women, and boys, some comfortably, but the ma- 
jority poorly, clad were in the line. Few made 
any observations while in the room. Young men 
who seemed to think that they had a duty to per- 
form entered the parlor and stared stolidly at the 
face of the corpse. They spoke to no one, and de- 
parted in a quiet, orderly way. On the sidewalk 
they stood in groups and discussed Elliott's 
merits as a pugilist. Judging by their 
talk they regretted that Elliott was not alive so 
that he might be matched to fight Mr. Sullivan. 
All the pugilists, great and small, the heavy 
weights, middle weights, and feather weights, the 
etars of Harry Hill’s Theatre, Theodore Allen’s 
Mabille, Owney Geoghegan’s ‘‘Old House at 
Home,” Billy McGlory’s Armory Hall, the * Burnt 
Rag,’’ the “ Flat-iron,” and the “Black and Tan” 

ed to pay their respects, and it was noised 
about that Mr. Sullivan had telegraphed that he 
would come from Boston to pay homage to the 
memory of the dead fighter. Only one sporting 
gentleman was conspicuous by his absense, and 
that was Mr. Harry Hill. The latter’s presence in 
Chieago some time ago created ill-feeling between 
Elliott and Dunn. Mr. Hill was satisfied that he 
had been repeatedly and grossly wronged by 
Elliott, and his friends, therefore, excused his ab- 
sence from the plaee of mourning yesterday. 

Many who gathered there had been lea to believe 
that they were to take partin an old-fashioned 
“wake,” with plenty of liquors, pipes, and cigars 
as free as the mountain air, and they were griev- 
ously disappointed. Mr, McDavitt eould not afford 
the expense of such an entertainment, and Mr. 
Stiles, under whose management the funeral is to 
take place, keeps an establishment where man and 
beast are compelled to pay for all that is served to 
them. There isa email beer saloon beneath the 
floor oceupied by Mr. MoDavitt’s family, and the 
lesser grade of pugilists there refreshed themselves 
at their own expense. Mr. McDavitt said that the 
body isto be buried on Sunday nextin Calvary 
Cemetery. He added that during the intervening 
time all who wish to leok at Elliott’s face may do 
so. He denied the truth of a.story that Elliott was 
amember of asocial erganization, and that the 
members intend to follow the body on the day of 
the funeral. He expects that the funeral proces- 
sion will be one of the largest ever seen in the City. 
Every pugilist out of jail here and in the neighbor- 
ing cities has signified his in‘ention ef engaging a 
coach especially for the occasion. 


MRS. APPLEBY’S DIVORCE SUIT. 


THE MOTHER-IN-LAW ONCE MORE THE CAUSE 
OF TROUBLE. 

Charles Appleby married Mary A. Britton 
in October, 1877, and went to live with her at the 
home of her parents. In October last he left his 
wife at that place and established his home else- 
where. Mrs. Appleby then began a suit for a 
limited divorce, charging that her husband haa ill- 
treated and abandoned her. On the trial of the 
suit before Judge Larremore, in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, yesterday, the allegations of 
cruelty were dropped, and the case was 


based simply upon the allegation of abandon- 
ment. In his defense Mr. Appleby swore 
that he had always been and still was willing to 
provide his wife with a home, but that she refused 
to leave the residence of her parents. He said bis 
difficulties with his wife began in a contention re- 
epecting the name to be given to their first-born 
child—a girl. Mrs. Appleby wished to namethe 
child after her mother. Mr. Appleby preferred his 
own mother’s name. Mrs. Appleby inquired what 
that name was, and upon being told that it was 
Elizabeth Ann, insisted that it was horrid. She 
carried her pointand named the child after her 
mother. Mrs. Britton, Mrs. Appleby’s mother, in- 
terested herself very much in her name-sake and 
grandchild, and several disputes occurred between 
her and Mr. Appleby respectiug the administration 
of soothing-syrup and candy to theinfant. An- 
other child—a boy—was born to Mr. and Mrs. Ap- 
pieby, and once more a contention arose as to the 
mame to be selected. Mrs. Appleby’s filial love 
eaused her to insist that the boy should be named 
after her father, and although her husband pro- 
tested and swore that it sheuld not be, she held her 
ground. The dispute finally ended in the departure 
of Mr. Appleby from the house of his wife’s parents. 
Judge Larremore reserved his decision upon the 
question of abandonment, but said it was to be re- 
gretted that Mr..and Mrs. Appleby could not settle 
their petty differences.

THE VALUE OF AN EYRE. 

John E, Kaughran, a Broadway retail dry 
goods dealer, bad in his employment a lad named 
Frank W. Burke. On the 16th of December, 1881, 
he called the boy. The latter apparently did not 
move with promptitude, and Kaughran, becoming 
angry, struck him under the left eye. The eye be- 
came inflamed, and finally sight departed from it. 
Young Burke, through his father, as guardian ad 
litem. sued Kaughran for $3,000 damages in the 
Court of Commen Pleas. At the trial yesterday 
Kaughran swore that he did not strike the boy 
with force enough to hurt him, but merely gave 
him aslight push. A pbysician also testified that, 
in his opinion, the affection of the boy's eye was 
not the result of a blow, but of a hereditary dis- 
ease.
